Monday evening's session of the city 
council was by far the longest this year.

A hearing on the lay¬ 
ing out ami locating anew of (llenwood 
avenue followed. Lillian S. Maile and 
Florence Maile remonstrated in a communi¬ 
cation to Mayor Cobb. They were opposed 
to any additional expense and wished to 
be assured that they would be free from 
any assessments. Hearings were opened 
and closed on the follow ing: For construe- 
ing sewers on Pine Grove avenue, ltobin- 
liood road, St. Mary street, Sharon avenue, 
Weir street, and Charles street. 

On motion of Alderman White the rend¬ 
ing of the records of last meeting were dis¬ 
pensed with. 

When the amended ordinance relating to 
the ringing of bells July Fourth at 7 
o’clock instead of 4 o’clock, came lip from 
the lower board Alderman Daily moved 
that the action be concurred in. This vote 
was carried. 

Archibald Mclnnis in a communication 
to the mayor claimed damages for injuries 
received by his wife by falling over a tree 
left lying on a public sidewalk. lie was 
referred to the committee on claims. 

The school board asked that four addi¬ 
tional rooms be added to the Franklin 
school. Deferred to the committee on pub¬ 
lic property. 

The request of the school board asking 
that $19,000 be appropriated for furnishing 
the new high school was referred to the 
public property committee.

The heaving on the proposed coal yard 
w as then resumed. 

Mr. E. T. Colburn remonstrated against 
the construction of the coal yard opposite 
his house. He spoke of the annoyance 
which the residents in that section would 
be put to, and thought the building would 
be a detriment. 

Mr. Peters, who had lived near a coal 
yard before, did not wish to have the old 
conditions repeated. He spoke of tiie un¬ 
pleasantness it would cause in the neigh¬ 
borhood, and was opposed to the granting 
of tiie petition.

DIPLOMAS—A VERY INTERESTING PRO- 
<4 It AM AND A LARGE CROWD OF INTER¬

The graduation exerclsoa of (Mass '07, X. 
II. S., hold Tuesday morning In the drill 
hall at Newtonvllle, marked the 87th anni¬ 
versary of commencement exercises at the 
Newton High school. Seated on the plat¬ 
form those 128 pupils presented an un. 
usually pleasing ami attractive sight, and 
the splendid results of the school work so 
clearly shown, must have been a source of 
gratification to their teachers and parents. 
As in former years the program included 
the salutatory, the class oration, the class 
hymn, several essays and musical selec¬ 
tions. Knch was given in a meritori¬ 
ous style, and brought forth round upon 
round of npplause 

Long before the appointed time for be¬ 
ginning the exercises the large hall was 
filled. The audience, which included 
parents nnd friends of the graduating class 
and former members of the school, num¬ 
bered over don. On the prettily decorated 
platform were seated the senior class, nnd 
to their right sat the Invited guests, includ¬ 
ing Mayor Cobb, Itev. Mr Ilornbrook, 
Rev. ,1. c.

As these 
guests took their seats on the platform 
they were accorded a wnrm reception in 
the form of prolonged applause. 

Promptly at 10o’clock the scholars of the 
graduating class marched from the new 
building through the side aisle to the stage.

The greatest interest in the exercises 
usually centers in the class oration and the 
class history, which are given below. The 
former wus by Carl Lincoln Ellison, with 
“Character’' for its subject, and the latter 
bj Miss Edith Richmond Rluucltard. 

C Intruder. 

The motto chosen by the class of ’t>7 is 
this, “An abiding sense of duty is the 
crown of character.” As class succeeds 
cluss in graduation each voices a special 
ideal to which it proposes io devote its 
energies. One lays speciul stress upon one 
phase of life, another upon uuotlier. This 
must be so, for life is too complex to be em¬ 
braced by any one in its entirety, or to be 
conquered in an unintelligent slruggle for 
perfection. In diameter we have a con¬ 
crete expression for life. So as we go out 
into tlie world we seek to express this con¬ 
creteness, attain to this ideal—a pure and 
strong diameter. 

I need not pause to tell you of the value 
which the world sets upon diameter. 
Tfflfct is evident. Ill every circle of life, in 
the home, in the school, in the world of 
trude, in the world of politics, everywhere, 
strength of mind and purity of heart have 
an intrinsic value. 

I need not tell you wliat the divorce of 
these elements iiuuns. History is full of 
the revolutions of Incompleteness. Antony 
could sway u Roman mob but not Ins own 
pussion; Murlborougli could lead the Eng¬ 
lish armies to victory, but could not re¬ 
press liis avurlce. When we consider 
wiiat some men liuvc failed to do because 
of tills divorce uud then consider wliut 
other men of less iiuturul power have done 
by unity of intelligence and love, we real¬ 
ize the need in our own lives of u strong 
iiiiluencu for tlie good. The Ideul life must 
combine u clear head and u pure heart, a 
brain to plan, a will to execute. 

A most mistaken ideu of tlie influences 
which determine diameter bus been and is 
even now entertained. It is tliut wealth, 
birth, and circumstances determine charac¬ 
ter. This assumption was Hie basis of tlie 
feudal system. We liuvo tlie authority of 
such u thinker us Carlyle for saying tliut 
character is by no meuns the play thing of 
circumstance, uud indeed, tlie lives of Lin¬ 
coln, Dougluss, uud mull) uuotlier of less 
note, would seem to prove this. Carlyle 
• buys: instead of saying tliut muu is the 
creutlon of circumstance, it would be near¬ 
er tlie murk to suy tliut muu is tlie archi¬ 
tect of clrcuiustuiioe. From the sume ma¬ 
terials one muu builds palaces, uuotlier 
hovels, one warehouses, another villus, 


brick nnd mortar are mortar and brick 
until tlie architect can make them some¬ 
thing else. 

This power of choice that Is given us 
must be used. Life with no hope of pro¬ 
gress mentally, morally, or physically 
would lose its attraction for us; for how¬ 
ever deeply it may lie hidden, every man 
lms In him a desire to progress. Our 
friends do not esteem us ior what wo are 
but wlmt we may lie. It is the hone of 
future power in the lad that Interests the 
father in Ills son; the teacher in his pupil. | 
Progress man's distinctive mnrk alone. j

It requires a struggle to form a good 
character as it does to progress in any de- I 
partment of life. To obtain, or as it were, | 
to compress and condense power for future 
use requires n great exertion of the will, i 
but as water forced to How through a nar- J 
row channel is capable of more than the 
stream that idly and freely meanders over 
the meadows, so the strong self-ruled man 
is capable of far more than the man who 
follows his own mooils and whims. The 
pessimist gives up the struggle to mould 
his character in disgust at tlie whole mat¬ 
ter. Opposition destroys his hopes and 
expectations. Tlie optimist on tlie other 
hand is only spurred on by opposition. 
Homer tells in bis Odyssey how when Circe 
had turned all his companions into swine, 
Odysseus was saved by keeping in his bund 
a little flower, tlie gift of the gods. So the 
optimist keeps ever before him bis faitli in 
himself and in human nature, and that 
faitli makes him willing to endure and per¬ 
severe. 

Do not tii ink that defects of character 
can be concealed by improved social condi¬ 
tions. Never in the course of history have 
circumstances, though prepared with tlie 
utmost skill and cunning, suniced to repair 
defective character. Indeed the life of 
Greece and Rome was most corrupt at the 
height of their civilization. Certain mani¬ 
festations of a defective character may bo 
avoided, but that which wns their cause 
remains nnd must show itself. The ostrich 
may oover its head in the sand, but its lingo 
boily is still exposed to view. 

Character in one is quick to recognize 
and appreciate character In another. It 
leads us to respect and reverence good 
qualities in others. It leads our own am¬ 
bitions to a higher plane, and above nil it 
opens to us the better part of every man, 
and as Dr. Martineau says: Tlie only 
knowledge that can really make us better 
is not of tilings and their laws, but of men 
and their thoughts. 

Genius may fluctuate, fortunes may 
change, but nothing can rob a man of tlie 
blessings of character. It is the creator of 
individuality, the surety of self-respect, 
and tlie highest achievement of a noble life. 

But after all tlie great question remains 
unanswered. How shall we gain this 
character? Each must decide for himself. 
Our class motto suggests faithfulness to 
duty. It seems to me that these words of 
Abruhnm Lincoln may be taken as our 
guide: With malice toward none, with 
charity for all, with firmness in tlie right 
as God gives us to see tlie right. And 
above all let us remember the words of 
Henry Ward Beecher: Happiness is not 
the end of life, character is.

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REPAIRING WASHINGTON STREET. 


The highway committee has voted to ad¬ 
vertise for bids for the reconstruction of 
Washington street, nud this rather extraor- | 
dinary departure front usual methods has 
aroused a good ileal of conjecture as to the ' 
real reason for such action. The street ' 
from Newton to West Newton is in all 
sorts of conditions, and any one at ail ac_ 
quainted with road building would see the 
impossibility of getting the details in any 
kind of order for an intelligent estimate of 
the work, but naturally this did not occur 
to the members of the highway committee 
who voted to advertise for bids. There 
will have to be a little filling in here, a 
little digging out there, aud entire recon¬ 
struction in one place and only partial in 
another, and then the presence of the rail¬ 
road tracks adds of course to the complica¬ 
tion. 

The action of the committee lias caused 
universal surprise, and the reasons for it 
are being carefully sought after by citizens 
who are interested in the way the iiieney of 
the tax-payers is expended. 

Some who have ridden over our main 
thoroughfares say the action was taken be¬ 
cause the committee realized its laek of 
knowledge of everything relating to high¬ 
way construction and the care of roads, 
owing to their never having given the mat¬ 
ter any thought before the present year, 
and that therefore they desired to leave it 
to some experienced contractor, also that 
the committee realize that this is the most 
important thoroughfare in the city, and its 
good or bad condition would remain for 
years as a monument to the capacity or in” 
capacity of the committee that had charge 
of it. 

This explanation is certainly an ingenious 
one, and it uiav be the correct one for all 
we know. 

Another explanation is that there is u 
political deal Involved, that some -of the 
committee have political aspirations, and 
think that by giving the work to some in¬ 
fluential contractor they would secure a 
certain number of votes in future elections. 
Such things have been done even in New¬ 
ton, but it was thought that this condition 
of things hud pussed away witli the advent 
of tlie Australian ballot, and that now all 
that it was necessary to do was to contro 
the caucuses, aud b) combining several of 
the wards, select the candidates who were 
acceptable to the managers. Of course the ' 
people have the liberty of thinking what 
they please, uud public opinion seems to 
be divided between the two theories given 
above. 

As for letting out the work of repairing 
Washington street, that really seems to be 
an almost indefensible proceeding. We 
have a superintendent of streets who is 
acknowledged to be an expert in road j 
building; he lias capable assistants, and a i 
competent engineer, and there is a large j 
force of workmen, used to highwuy work* 
aud ulso in need of work, it bus been u 
hard year, these men are citizens, many | 
of them taxpayers, and many of them have i 
hud very little to do the past year. 

If given to a contractor, what ussuruuce 
is there that lie will not put on a large j 
force of Italians, or other foreign cheap 1 
labor, while our own citizens stuud by idle, 
aud can not even jj et a chance to earn money 
to support their families. Our own work¬ 
ingmen also have votes, and their influence • 
is greater tliun that of any one contractor, 
which might be a thing worth thinking 
over. 

The work on Washington street is very I 
different from entirely new work, such as j 
the construction oi the boulevard, ami it is 
w ork that the city can do better than any | 
private employer, us it w ill have to be done 
in little patches, according as the street 
railway and the Boston a Albuny give the | 
oppoitunity. Some parts of it will allow 
of the employment of a large force of men, 
and others of a very few, but w hat the 
citizens are especially Interested in is to 
have the work well done, and also to have 
it finished us soon us possible, so tliut the 
street will be in a lit condition for travel. 
If tlie committee feel tliut they ure incom¬ 
petent to tuku charge of repairing this 
street, the) can safely leave it to Supt. 
Jtoss and his assistants, who ure fully com¬ 
petent, aud if any of them ure looking 
after votes, they will get more by directly 
furnishing employment to Newton’s uiti- 
zens, than by giving it to any outside 
contractors. 


pr Is announced tliut u new Episcopal 
church will bo formed in N«wtonville, to 
be called bt. John's, with seventy-live 
communicants. f l his is interesting, as 
showing tlie growtli of the Episcopal 
church in Newton, where live churches 
have already been formed out of the origi¬ 
nal parish of <»iace church, and with each 
division tlie mother church seems only to 
grow stronger In numbers |uud influence. 
Bishop Lawrence is said to be heartily iu 


favor of tho new parish, as it will fill 
about the only vacancy left in Newton, 
Hiid it has long been desired by the church 
families in Newtonvllle, who found it so 
inconvenient to send their children so fnr 
to Sunday school that many of them at¬ 
tended the other churches in Newtonvllle. 
Tlie new church will at first use the now 
Masonic Hall for services, but a building 
of their own will follow in due time, as 
many of the members of the new church 
have ample means,and have already shown 
sufficient interest to make the plan of form¬ 
ing another parish in Newton a wise one. 
All parts of the city are growing so rapidly 
that there is an increasing demand for 
additional churches in every village, and 
these help also to attract new residents. 
It is only within a very few years that 
there w ere only two Episcopal churches in 
New ton, Grace church and St. Mary’s at 
Lower Falls, and there are now six, all 
with handsome church buildings, and st. 
John’s will make the seventh. Bishop 
Lawrence will officiate at the opening ser¬ 
vice to be held as soon as the arrangements 
cun be completed, probably directly after 
the summer vacation. _ 

The boulevard assessments on property 
not directly on tlie boulevard are causing 
no end of trouble, and tlie city council lias 
been so dilatory in the matter that tlie City 
Treasurer is placed in a very awkward 
position in regard to tlie collection of the 
same. Tlie hearing on Monday night 
showed that as usual such assessments are 
strongly objected to, and that in some cases 
they are a great hardship. Tlie objectors 
claim that as the boulevard people are tlie 
ones chiefly benefltted, they ought to pay 
the whole, but they will do this in time in 
increased taxes. It might not be a bad 
plan to appoint a committee to compromise 
the matter, in cases where the assessments 
are a hardship, as the city has made so 
much out of tlie improvement that it can 
afford to be liberal. 


Tiie Hospital contract business lias at 
last been settled, and In a satisfactory man¬ 
ner, and now let us hope that it will stay 
settled. The contest lias not been very 
creditable to the. city, and tlie argument 
that some other cities give less than we do 
is hardly a pertinent one, when the same 
cities also pay about half the salaries we 
pay to their officials, and conduct all their 
expenses on a smaller scale. Selecting the 
Ilospitul out as the only thing in which to 
practice a rather niggardly economy is 
hardly consistent, to say the least. Tho 
Graphic was the only paper that stood up 
for a fair and just treatment of the hospi¬ 
tal, and the success of the effort to have 
the matter settled right is therefore es¬ 
pecially gratifying._ 


The order to appropriate §10,000 ad¬ 
ditional for sidewalks failed of passage, 
Monday night, in the Common Council, 
owing to the absence of several members, 
the friends of tlie order claim. Exceeding 
the appropriations is such a very indefens¬ 
ible thing, as a general rule, that it is to 
be hoped that the absentees will continue 
to defeat the scheme. The money may be 
needed, but it is opening the doors to a 
whole list of such things, and the city is 
in no condition to afford any extra ex¬ 
penses. _ 


The Beef Trust succeeded in their 
efforts to get a duty upon hides, and us 
all the other trusts were tuken care of, 
there seemed to be no good reason why 
this one should be left out in the cold. 
Tlie tux hits Massachusetts’ interests 
pretty hard, hut neither of our Senators 
dared to vote against it. They were sup. 
posed to be in Washington to look after 
tiie interests, of their constituents, but 
evidently they consider that tiie interests 
of tlie grea t trusts is paramount . 

It looks now as though tlie use of the 
depressed trucks would be delayed by tlie 
condition of tlie Newtonvllle and West 
Newton stations. They are yet a good ways 
from being finished, or even in u condition 
to be used, us the concrete wulks along tlie 
new’tracks ure not yet laid, and this will 
take probably several weeks. Two of tlie 
permanent tracks are completed, except in 
front of those two stations, und portions of 
tiie third and fourth trucks ure now being 
laid. 


There lias been some trouble in Wal¬ 
tham over tlie authority to order city pa¬ 
tients to tlie hospitul, und it lias tiuully 
been decided that tlie mayor of tlie city is 
tlie only one who lias such authority. It is 
not stated on what grounds this decision 
rests, but perhaps if it was looked up, tlie 
same might be found true for Newton, und 
certainly this would end all trouble over 
the matter. 

A good part of this issue is given up to 
the schools, which ought to be interesting 
reading for those who desire to sie the re¬ 
sults of uil the money we ure expending 
for schools. 

POSTAL CONSOLIDATION. 

THE NEW ARRANGEMENT GOES INTO 
El l El T THIS WEEK. 

The consolidation of tlie Newton post- 
j offices wus effected tills week, beginning 
; yesterday with tlie central postottice at 
| Newton Centre. After July 1st, Newton, 

| Newtonvllle, West Newton, Auburndule, 

' Upper Falls and New ton Highlands post- 
I offices w ill no longer be iu cliarge of a 
I postmaster, but rattier a clerk-iu-charge 
j whose salary w ill be considerably lower. 
Lower Fulls, Wulmn uud Chestnut Hill ure 
not effected. 

The clerks-in-charge will send ull ac¬ 
counts to their postmaster uud w ill have no 
direct communication witli Washington. 
T'here will be no difficulty ub-ut purchas¬ 
ing or cashing money orders, uiul the usual 
business of tlie offices w ill remain un- 

1 ' changed. 

Postmaster Ellis has b«en very busy 
since it was decided to locate tlie postottice 
at Newton Centre. He has been planning 
his arruugemeuts, contemplating tlie u> 
modeling of tho interior of the Newton 
Centre office, considering appointments 
uud doing a hundred other tliiugs in con¬ 
nection with new work, which, w ith the 
duties of his ow n office, have ullow ed him 
little or no spare time. As yet lie has not 
received his authority to appoint uu as¬ 
sistant postmaster, hut when this official is 
appointed Mi. Ellis' duties will be light¬ 
ened in no small degree. 

Tuesda) .having received the percentages 


of tho carrier examinations from Washing¬ 
ton,he made these appointments: Regular 
carriers, Walter II. Barney,Peter McGrath, 
Win. K. Lomax, Chas. F. McBride, John P. 
Walsh. Michael <>. Gallagher, Chas. O. 
Kimball, T homas L. Ryder, Winfield Scott, 
John J. Gill, Chas. F. Barrows, George 11. 
Clark; substitutes, James T J. Burns. 
Michael J. Barry, Chas. F. Harrington ana 
J. Henry Meek ins. 

George Walker, a former carrier at New ¬ 
ton, has been reinstated aud will bo sta¬ 
tioned at Newton Centre. John F. Gal¬ 
lagher and Timothy F. O’llalloran, former 
substitutes at New ton, will be detailed as 
regular carriers at Newtonvllle. All tho 
new men have been sworn in. 

The carrier system will not bo in opera¬ 
tion until July Kith. This will allow tlie 
new carriers time in which to purchase 
uniforms, etc. At Newton there will be 
the same number of carriers and tlie num¬ 
ber of clerks will be the same. At New- 
tonvllle there will be three carriers, and one 
clerk will he removed. At West Newton 
there will also be three carriers, one of 
w hich will pe mounted, and one clerk will 
be removed. At Anburndale Miss Martin 
will bo clerk iu charge, Miss Guiney, the 
former postmistress, having declined tlie 
position and resigned. One clerk will as¬ 
sist Miss Martin. Two carriers will be de¬ 
tailed here. At Upper Falls there will beone 
carrier and a clerk in charge. Mr. Bernard 
Billings, tlie former postmaster, declined 
the position, and iris brother. Mr. Edward 
Billings, will assume the duties of the 
office. Mr. and Mrs. Nash will run the 
Newton Highlands postoffioe. Here will 
be stationed two carriers. At Newton 
Centre it is expected that tho number of 
clerks will be increased. Two carriers on 
foot and one mounted will distribute tlie 
mail from this office. 

At the central office carpenters have 
been making several important changes 
about the interior appointments. The 
large space in front of the windows will be 
utilized that the box partitions may be 
brought forward, giving tlie clerks and 
carriers a greater amount of space for 
sorting, distributing, etc. An additional 
room has been constructed for tlie storage 
of supplies of tlie different offices. 

Mr. Ellis, tlie new postmaster, has been 
located at the Newton Centre office for six 
years, having been appointed by Ex-Presi¬ 
dent Harrison. He was reappointed by 
President Cleveland. During his service 
he 1ms conducted the postoftlee in a most 
satisfactory manner. I’he number of mails 
at the office have been increased and all 
the arrangements have greatly improved.

TO PARENTS. 

Mrs. Theodora W. Gore of Aulmmdnlo pro¬ 
poses to open a school in the fall for tho study 
of foreign languages, particularly of French 
aud German. It is proposed, if 'sullh-icnt in¬ 
terest is manifested, to have tho location of the 
school practically central to all the Newtons and 
near the electrics. 

Ipiuliticd native teachers, French and German, 
wdl he obtained for the instruction of the 
pupils, and a committee will he chosen of 
recognized authority iu tlie knowledge of 
languages to advise’in the selection of these 
teachers. 

If thirty pupils are assured, tlie tution fee will 
ho $100 for tho school year, payable semi-aununl- 
ly iu advance. 

Tlie instruction will he entirely in French and 
German, and as fnr as possible, and as soon as 
the age and condition of the pupils warrant, the 
occupations will resemble those of a foreign 
school room (mathematics, geography, liistorv, 
and other studies being carried on entirely In 
French and German), the object being to bring 
the pupils to THINK iu tho new language. 

To tuis end a whole morning or afternoon 
session will he devoted entirely to one language, 
ami the two sessions will lie arranged to suit tlie 
different ages and cnpahilitiHo of the applicants 
for instruction, who will, as a rule, devote their 
time to one language. At the same time that 
French is taught in one room German can lie 
taught in another. 

This school will be started in tlie interest of 
tlie young in Newton, whether girls or boys, and 
while it will not lie desirable that any beyond 
tlie ago of youth should enter tlie regular morn¬ 
ing uud afternoon sessions, speeial lessons can 
doubtless be arranged for any such who should 
desire to receive the peculiar advantages ol tlie 
school. Children over four will lie eligible.

TIIOMAS CARKY ANSAOLTKD AND BOBBED 

nv TmtKK mi:n Saturday night— 

—OFFICER MAH KIN Kit OVERCOME WHILE 

TESTIFYING, AND IAINTKD—SENSA¬ 
TIONAL ATTENDING ( IRUCM8TANCKS OF 

TIIE CASK. 

A hold highway robbery occurred be¬ 
tween Newlonvillo and Newton Highlands 
hist Saturday night, and the attending cir¬ 
cumstances are rather sensational. 

Thomas Casey of Beacon street, “Carey 
Cross,” came out from Boston on an elec¬ 
tric Saturday evening, and alighted from 
the car at the corner of Walnut street and 
Commonwealth avenue at 10.45. 

lie hnd about $4 in his pocket, and four 
bottles of beer in n package under his arm. 
As he started up Walnut street, toward his 
home he was accosted by a tall man who 
demanded money. 

Casey refused, and in the struggle which 
followed was pretty roughly handled, and 
relieved of two of his bottles of beer. 

lie again started for home. Just before 
lie reached his house two other men seized 
him from behind, and called on him to give 
up his money. A lively mixun followed, 
in which Casey was roaghly handled by 
his three assailants. 

Finally he managed to reach his home, 
and n little later reported the matter at 
station 4. Patrolman Marriner was de¬ 
tailed to look up the case, and soon found 
that three men, answering Casey’s descrip¬ 
tion of those who assaulted him, hud at¬ 
tempted to get money from a number of 
other persons on the same evening. Ho 
ulso ascertained that the three men had 
been hanging about “Carey Cross” for 
several nights. 

Early Monday morning, accompanied by 
Patrolmen Seuver and McKenzie, he went 
to Needham, and arrested Timothy Den¬ 
ning and Edward O'Donnell. Later lie ar¬ 
rested Michael Dickson of Newton Center. 

The three men were arraigned in court 
Monday morning on the charge of highway 
robbery. All three pleaded not guilty. 
Casey positively identified Denning and 
Dickson us two of the men who held him 
up, but was less positive about O’Donnell. 

Putrolmau Marriner next took the stand, 
and had proceeded but a little way with his 
testimony when his answers to Judge 
Kennedy's questions began to grow irrele¬ 
vant and incoherent. 

Finally as he attempted to reply to one of 
the judge's questions he suddenly threw’ up 
his hands, and fell backwards from the 
high witness stand, striking heavily on his 
head. 

He was carried into the judge’s private 
office. Dr. Perkins was summoned, but it 
was some time before consciousness was 
restored. 

The physician stated that Marriner had 
been seized with a sudden fainting lit, 
caused by over exertion and loss of sleep, 
lie had been working on the case without 
sleep since Saturday night, and lmd been 
unwell for some time. 

In tiie meantime the case was suspended 
until it became evident that tiie patrolman 
would be unuble to resume tiie stand. It 
was then continued to Wednesday, and tiie 
defendants were held in $500 bonds. 

Wednesday morning the ease came up 
again. Patrolman Marriner was unable to 
appear being confined to his home as a re¬ 
sult of injuries sustained by bis fall. After 
Dickson had made a statement to tiie 
court in which lie attempted to clear him¬ 
self and incriminate his companions, Judge 
Kennedy gave his decision. Probable 
cause was found on each count and Dick¬ 
son was held in $500 bonds and his eom- 
puuious in $1,000.

PLAN IS TO RUING TEACHERS AND PA¬ 
RENTS INTO CLOSER RELATIONS.

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THAT SIDEWALK APPROPRIATION.

1118 REASONS 


To the Editor of the Graphic :— 

The order making an extra appropria¬ 
tion of <io,ono for 1897 for sidewalks and 
street crossings, which recently passed the 
board of aldermen, failed or passage in the 
common council at its last meeting, owing 
to the absence of three members, and the 
negative vote of another member and my¬ 
self. This places the responsibility for the 
defeat of this measure so squarely upon the 
shoulders of my colleague and myself, that 
1 ask for a short space in your columns to 
resume briefly the reasons for my vote, 
They were these: 

1. Kvery committee ought to live within 
the appropriation allotted to it by the 
budget. i uherwiso, why have a budget? 

2. This is especially so, in a time of de¬ 
pression like the present, when the tax rate 
is already so high. 

;i. $”5,000 is more than the city can 
afford during the current year for the con¬ 
st ruction of sidewalks and street crossings, 
if such sum can not he obtained from the 
present appropriation of $15,000 and a 
•transferor $10,000 from some other appro¬ 
priation. 

4. li the committees of the city council 
be given plainly to understand that the ap¬ 
propriations in the budget are the full ap¬ 
propriations for the fiscal year, they will 
be likely to he more careful, and petitions 
for anything save the most necessary work 
will he greatly discouraged. 

But w lmt is the present case .' 

1. Our budget for the current vear, even 
if the city council keeps within the author¬ 
ized appropriations, calls for an expenditure 
of S'.nv», 47 l.ir 2 , nearly $1,000,500. This 
means a total tax of $30.08 upon every in¬ 
habitant, $102.so upon every male registered 
voter, and $182 85 upon every dwelling 
house. Ought this to he increased? 

2. The budget makes a total appropria¬ 
tion for highways (including no item for 
construction of the same)of $i<vi, 200 . This 
means an appropriation of $800.81 for every 
mile of accepted streets, $20,112 for every 
male registered voter and $19.5<J for even 
dwelling house. This would seem suffici¬ 
ent. 

a. The taxes for sidewalks ami street 
crossings on the basis of $1.1,000 and $25,- 
000 are ns follows.

4. The appropriations for sidewalks and 
street crossings for the years 1801 to 1890, 
both inclusive, have been as follows: 

1891, $18,000. No additional order. 

1892, $18,000. $1,000 transferred, and 
total thereby made $ 17 , 000 . 

1893, $18,000. $2,430.11 extra transferred 
from other appropriations. 

1894, $18,000. $3,(XH) additional. 

1895, $ 1 . 1 , 000 . $5,000 additional. 

1890, $15,(XX). No additional order, or 
transfer. 

lt;will beseen,that,in 1 x 90 ,$15,000sufficed, 
ami that the highest amounts were reached 
in 1893, 1S94 ana 1895. The addition, how¬ 
ever, in 1893, was procured by a transfer 
from other items. In 1894, the excess 
over $18.0on was only $3,000, and over $15,- 
000 only $15,000; while in 1895 this excess 
was but $2,000 and $5,000 respectively. 
This year it is proposed to add $ 10,000 to 
$15 ,uk), making a total of $ 25,000 or $ 4,000 
more tlmu the appropriation in any previ¬ 
ous year. 

5. Finally, the line must be drawn some¬ 
where, and the budget has drawn it for us, 
unless in case of a most exceptional emer¬ 
gency. What change of circumstances has 
there been since November 25, 18915, when 
the budget was made up by the last city 
council? None of which I know, save an 
extraordinary array of presumably autoch¬ 
thonous petitioners, who may well wish 
sidewalks and street crossings, but not, 
however, if this means an increase of taxes. 
Here it is only the middle of the year, and 
yet the $15,ooo appropriation is exhausted, 
and $lo.utc more wanted. At this rate, it 
will take $5o,oui to meet all the petitions 
which may be presented during the current 
year, for, if rumor be not false, they are 
still descending, and taking lodgment,upon 
the highway committee, like swarms of 
locusts, or autumnal leaves in Vallombrosa. 
It is always difficult to sav no, especially 
in a worthy case, but I uo not see how 
otherwise we can hope to live according to 
our means, or keep our taxes within toler¬ 
able limits. Surely, this is the first of all 
considerations.

SHOT HIS COMPANION. 


ACCIDENTAL DIS< MARGE OK A REVOLVER 
IN Till HANDS OF EDWARD .?. Mi l V 
YVOFNDS Ills COMPANION, clIAs. 1)01. A N 
—RFl.I.ET ENTERED 111 l ow 1MOHT EYE. 


A serlottS shooting affray took place nt 
Norumbega Bark last Monday afternoon, 
j and was tlie cause of considerable excite¬ 
ment in Auburndale. Charles Dolan, 22 
! years old, of Auburndale avenue, was ac 
j cidentally shot by his chum and neighbor, 
Edward J. Kiley, and was seriously in- 
: j tired. 

The shooting occurred about 5 o’clock in 
tlie afternoon, and was witnessed by sever¬ 
al hundred people. Tlie two young men, 
with several other companions, went to tlie 
park early in tlie afternoon, ami at 5 were 
seated near the band stand listening to tho 
band concert. 

The young men were talking among 
themselves, when Kiley drew a revolver 
from liis pocket, and apparently in joke, 
pointed it at Dolan, at tlie same time mak¬ 
ing a remark about shooting him. 

None of tlie young men interfered, as 
they supposed tlie weapon was only loaded 
Yvitli blank cartridges, and none of them 
supposed that Kiley Intended to shoot. 

Suddenly there was a report and a 
moment later Dolan cried out, “I’m shot,” 
and fell to the ground with blood pouring 
from a wound at the corner of his right 
eye. 

Assistance was summoned and lie was 
removed in tlie police ambulance to tlie 
Newton hospital. In tlie confusion of tlie 
moment Kiley disappeared. Less than an 
hour later he walked Into police headquart¬ 
ers while the police were scouring Auburn- 
dale for him, and gave himself up. 

lie stated that the shooting was purely 
accidental. He lmd been a lifelong friend 
of Dolan’s and lmd no reason for assault¬ 
ing him. They had met, lie said, nt tlie 
park and were fooling together at the time 
of tlie shooting. lie had uo idea that the 
revolver was loaded with ball cartridges, 
and had pointed it at Dolan and discharged 
it in a spirit of fun. When he realized the 
consequences of his act he was completely 
overcome. 

The witnesses to the occurrence corrobo¬ 
rate Kilev’s statement. 

Soon after his surrender friends called at 
police headquarters prepared to furnish 
bail. Clerk Henry L. Whittlesey, after 
hearing the circumstances and communi¬ 
cating witli the hospital, refused to accept 
sureties until tlie extent of Dolan’s injuries 
could be accurately ascertained, and Kiley 
was held without bail on tlie charge of as¬ 
sault with a revolver. 

Both young men are well known in West 
Newton, where they have lived all their 
lives. They have always been the best of 
friends. Kiley is but 17 years old. In the 
police court Tuesday morning, lie pleaded 
guilty to the charge of assault with a dan¬ 
gerous weapon. In response to Judge 
Kennedy's questions, lie told his story sub¬ 
stantially as given above. Officer Harri¬ 
son told of Kiley's giving himself up, and 
related his conversation with the young 
man. At the request of Sergt. Ileustis the 
case was continued for one week, that the 
extent of Dolan’s injuries might bo learned 
more fully.

Taken lor Park Purposes. 

The metropolitan park commission lias 
voted ill favor of taking the property on 
Main and Riverside streets, Watertown, 
which includes the ancient town landing. 
The property is assessed at $8000. It will 
be added to the metropolitan park reserva¬ 
tion on the Charles, and will ultimately 
form a part of the proposed Charles river 
parkway. 

The taking extends up to tlie line of tlie 
property soon to be abandoned by the 
Wulker-lTatt manufacturing company, and 
although the commissioners have as yet 
taken no action in the matter it is alto¬ 
gether probable that tlie boulevard will be 
extended from the junction <>l Main and 
Mt. Auburn streets to tlie Galen street 
bridge, relieving tlie square from the 
pressure of Cambridge and Newton travel, 
and aff ording tlie West End an opportunity 
to construct a double track line without 
putting the town to the expense of widen¬ 
ing Galen and Main streets. 

Thisylan bus been endorsed by the citi¬ 
zens of Watertown in several largely at¬ 
tended meetings, and it will undoubtedly 
be carried out if the Walker-Pratt company 
can be induced to give the land for tlie 
street. 

For a number of years tlie town bus been 
endeavoring to define the limits of tlie 
ancient town landing on the Charles, which 
lias been encroached upon by a number of 
private individuals, and has been at con¬ 
siderable expense in defining boundaries. 
Notwithstanding this, the encroachments 
have continued, and the local park com¬ 
missioners arc greatly relieved to find that 
the metropolitan commission has come to 
their assistance.

EXCEED 1NG APPROPIIIATIONS. 

Councilman Dana contributes a letter, 
which will be found in another column, 
explaining his reasons for opposing the 
order appropriating $10,000 for sidewalks 
and street crossings, and they are so con 
elusive that we do not see how they can be 
answered by those who voted for the order. 
As Mr. Dana says, here only half the year 
is gone, and the original appropriation j 
has been exhausted. If $ 10,000 more is up- , 
propriated, what assurance is there that i 
that sum will not be expended in the same : 
lavish manner, nnd still another extra ap¬ 
propriation demanded? 

There are every year a great number of 
petitions sent in, by those who want im¬ 
provements, but who would not ask for 
them were they to understand that they 
would only get them by a substantial in¬ 
crease in their tax bills. These bills are 
large enough now to satisfy the most gener¬ 
ous citizens, much larger than a wise re¬ 
gard for the growth of the city would 
allow, and the least that all the commit¬ 
tees of the city council can do is to keep 
within their appropriation's. With the 
high interest we now have to pay, ami 
which will disappear in four or five years, 
the closest economy should be practiced, 
until this debt is paid, and the interest 
charges disappear from the tax-levy. 

Until that time comes, all schemes for 
improvements that can be got along with¬ 
out should be resolutely discouraged, so 
that the tax rate may not be so high as to 
drive away desirable residents. The pres¬ 
ent is no time for lavish expenditures, for 
Newton people ns well as others have felt > 
the pressure of the hard times, and have no I 
surplus they wish to spare for unnecessary 
taxes. 

We have been living for some years 
under u reign of extravagunee, ever since 
some patriotic politicians started in to 
“oust the surplus” in the national treas¬ 
ury, and tlie same policy has spread to j 
state and municipal affairs, old maxims of | 
economy have been lost sight of, and that 
man was the greatest statesman who could ' 
get tip tiie most expensive scheme for 1 
spending the public money. Any regurd 
for economy has been unpopular, and yet 
there is no disputing the fact that lavish 
expenditure, without regard to Income, al¬ 
ways leads to bankruptcy, as well in a 
nation or city,as in the cui-e of a private in¬ 
dividual. Newton’s credit todai stands at 
tlie head of the list, and in order to keep it 
so, our city council should have some re¬ 
gard for the appropriations, which are cer- i 
tainly liberal enough.^ 


Thk coal miners will have the sympathy 
of the great majority of the people of this 
country in their strike for better wuges, 
for one reason because tlie coal monopoly 
is so unpopular, and uuother because the 
miners ate so ground down by the mine 
owners. Fifty cents a duy is all these 
miners get for their dangerous labor, and 
eveit then they have to take payment in 
store orders, at prices much above the 
regulur rates, und they are said to never 
see a cent of money. It is doubtful 
whether laborers in any country are in a 
worse condition, in spite of all our boasts 
about what our laws have done for the 
luboritig man, und in many countries they 
are u greut deal better oil. Most of the 
laborers are Doles and Hungarians, im¬ 
ported in violation of tlie contruct labor 
law, and tlie great coal monopoly knows 
that it is so powerful that neither Congress 
nor state legislatures w ill dare interfere 
with it* exuctions. Even in the present 
tariff bill the coal monopoly bus been very 
tenderly cared for. Of course there does 
not seem to be very much hope for the 
strikers, under such conditions, but they 
probably reason tliut between working at 
starvation wages and doing nothing they 
prefer the latter, as the end will come the 
sooner. It is certainly u deploiuble condi¬ 
tion of things, with greed organized into 
tlie coul monopoly on one side, and able to 
control courts und legislatures, und on the 
other u muss of Ignoraut und starving men, 
without any qualities of leadership. What 
iuttuences in this country huve brought 
about such u stale of things should be u 
study for our political leaders, if they 
were interested in unything beyond their 
party success und the spoils of ottiue. Our 
boasted freedom und equality of man con¬ 
trast rather strongly with the condition of 
these ooui miners, und Mr. llcllutuy may 
well ask whether the slaves in tlie South 
before the war were not much better oft. 


What shall be done with our ex- 
presidcuts is a question that uppeais to be 
solving itself, us fur us ex-J’resident liar- 
rison is concerned, lie takes up any law 
ruse that promises a lurge fee; und he is 
evidently niukiug a combo table living, lie 
recently championed tire street railway 
company of iudiutmpolis, which wanted to 
evade tire law providing for cheaper fares, 
and although lire lee w us u large one he is 


being sharply criticized for his action. 
Rev. Dr. (’. K. Laslty of the Indianapolis 
Central Avenue Methodist church, In his 
Sunday evening sermon, said that In* did 
not believe that, .lefferson, Pattlck Henry or 
George Washington would have done as 
Gen. Harrison did 

Vml can am one imagine tlie president of a 
street ratlwni whose actual value la $ 2 . 00 ti,nnn, 
Put whose watered stock and bonds have a 
\aluo or -'.•.mxijHHt, approaching Hew-ge Wash¬ 
ington amt ottering him $.’h,(xmi to justify the 
greed of the corporation and defend its iniqui¬ 
tous action from the common people.' When 
shall statesmen mice more consider the rights of 
the people suj*orior to the glitter of gold and un¬ 
selfishly devote their talents in behalf of the 
public good? 

Gen. Harrison would probably reply that 
he is only doing what all sorts of other ex- 
oftlce-holders are doing, and that this is 
true we have seen in our own state, where 
ex-governors appear in behalf of corpora¬ 
tions and against the Interests |of the 
people, their services commanding a high 
price because tlie same people gave them 
their votes for a high office. Nevertheless, 
though according to legal ethics such 
action is all right, it does not add to the 
popular estimation of any ex-offloe holder 
who defends corporations that seek to 
evade the law. The people naturally ex¬ 
pect a higher oode of morals from men who 
have received high honors, nnd think that 
tlie higher the fee lie receives the greater is 
tlie disgrace._ 


Nkwton can no longer boast of having 
u well-known poet and essayist as one of 
its postmasters, or postmistresses, as'Miss 
Guiney has resigned her office and will de¬ 
vote her time to literary work. If she hud 
been a modern novelist, we might have 
expected a very amusing novel out of her 
experiences in office, but it is difficult to 
see how they could be worked into one of 
Miss Guiney’s graceful poems, although the 
many friends she has won while in office 
will be something well worth remember¬ 
ing. Some of her experiences were not 
pleasant, but Miss Guiney herself has 
never complained of them, and has only 
sought to do her duty to the best ofj her 
ability. Her acceptance of the office gave 
Newton quite a reputation as a place 
where literary excellence is appreciated, 
and tended to make office-holding more 
honorable, and to show that in Newton, 
at least, government places were not re¬ 
garded merely as a refuge for political 
workers. 


The stay at homes during this pro¬ 
tracted hot spell have the comfort of know¬ 
ing that they are as well off as most of 
those who have gone to the shore and 
mountains. Some harrowing tales of the 
heat in the White Mountains come from 
Newton people who are sojourning there, 
and who miss the comforts of home with 
the mercury in the nineties, nnd but little 
relief at night. On Sunday while people 
inland sweltered we had a delightful east 
wind all day. Monday, of course, had no 
alleviation, save the thought that the heat 
prevailed everywhere. Tuesday und Wed¬ 
nesday there was a breeze in some places, 
and Wednesday evening it was almost too 
cool to sit out of doors yesterday the air 
was clear and delightful, and those who 
did not have to be out in the sun found 
the weather very comfortable. There are 
many worse places than Newton in the 
summer, and our well-shaded streets arc 
appreciated in such weather us we have 
had this week. 


That much-talked of Berkshire rail 
road appears to be a fizzle after all. 
ltussell Sage was said to be behind the 
project, as he wanted it for an outlet to 
his Poughkeepsie and Northeastern road, 
and it was supposed that he would go 
ahead and build it. But Russell is not 
that kind of a man, building a railroad 
costs money, und lie thinks it would be a 
good deal cheaper to have the towns along 
the route build it, and then he would go 
ahead und wreck it, in the old familiar 
Gould-Sage fashion, which so many towns 
have found terribly expensive for them. 
In this way Sage would get the road for 
nothing. It does not look as though the 
Berkshire people were simple enough to 
be bitten, and the great financier must 
feel rather discouraged at the spread of 
intelligence among country people. 


The Highway committee advertise in 
this issue for bids for the reconstruction of 
Washington street, in pursuance of their 
vote to have the work done by contract. 
It does not seem to be good policy when so 
many men need the work that would be 
furnished if it were done bv the city. Wo 
notice that there is no time limit set, in the 
advertisement, and tlie street is such u 
public nuisance in its present condition, 
tiiat this omission is to be regretted. No 
contractor, for his own convenience, should 
be allowed to dawdle over the work, as 
lias been done in some cases, but the street 
should he put in order with all possible 
dispatch, and bidders should be required 
to file a bond to huve it finished within 
some specified time. 

The city bus just sold its $45,000 of 
water bonds to Estubrook dc Co. for $ 100 . 81 , 
two points higher than a similar sale 
brought lust year. There were twelve 
bidders, all but two of whom offered over 
lot), and the city’s credit seem to be still of 
the giltedged order.

PRESIDENT DIAZ. 

tr»c Noble Sort of Man Mexico ITan For 
Itn executive. 

As the military history of Diaz Jn many 
ways suggests that of Grant—though ho 
lmd nunc of Grant’s technical prc|>aratlon, 
and led tar smaller armies, and had al¬ 
ways to create them himself out of next to 
nothing, forging Invincible steel from the 
peon mud—so does his personal simplicity. 
At the opening of the lips the resemblnnco 
censes. But there was the same quiet m-s* 
of taste. No man of Unit) hloml could 
disregard the demands of ceremony in a 
ruler. No man of any blood eouhl be 
more modest in them. When and where 
etiquette compels, Diaz is splendid, nnd 
none can hotter carry off the pomp nnd 
circumstance of state than tills ascended 
soldier, who would bo at homo In any 
court. But outside the necessities of occa¬ 
sion he goes as unfrillod as our president, 
scrupulously neat and scrupulously slinplo 
In his dress. And while a tyrant may bo 
unvuin, tyrants do not walk loose among 
their serfs. 

There Is a deeper test of balance than 
unpretentiousness amid the temptations 
of practically supremo power. Diaz has 
remained to this day a man of tho strictest 
habits. He lias no vices—not ovon thnt 
sweetest and most human vice which is so 
easy to an autocrat. Abstemious, method¬ 
ical, tireless; working with remarkable 
dispatch a long day, yet scrupulous that 
not oven the nntiun shall quite rob his 
family of him; early to bed and early to 
rise; always busy, but never hurried; a 
stunly walker; a superb rider of superb 
horses; a real hunter—as frontiersmen 
oount imnters, and not by tho category of 
titled triggir pullers who butcher tamo, 
fenced game—the private life of this ouri- 
ous man is as wholesome as his adminis¬ 
tration, nnd has broadly aided it.—Uhurlcs 
F. Lunnnis in Harper's Magazine. 


LAFAYETTE. 

Ills Courtesy to an American Woman on 
Ills Visit to Philadelphia. 

The visit of Lafayette to America as tho 
nation’s guest is graphically recalled in 
Tho Ladies’ Homo Journal by Joan Fraley 
Hnllowell, who writes of “When Lafayette 
Rodo Into Philadelphia.” Tho welcome 
given Lafayette in Philadelphia is said to 
have oxoeeded In its warmth and enthusi¬ 
asm that extended to tho distinguished 
visitor in any other city.

“The recognition of Mrs. Morris seemed 
to set thorn aflame. Even Lafayetto ap¬ 
peared surprised that tho simple act should 
evoko such a wave of frantic huzzas. 

Women 
vied with men in their efforts to show to 
Lafayette that his graceful act touched 
them. So great was the furoro that tho 
hero had to rise again and again in his 
carriage, and it was several minutes be¬ 
fore the wonderful enthusiasm had abated. 
But if tho applause subsided tit the special 
point whore it had been wafted into a 
flame, it was rekindled agaifi and again 
and curried along the entire routo of the 
march.

Miracle of Mh Greek i . by Richard 
Watson Glldir, d<-crilc>- the scenes of 
Holy Work in Jerusalem. Mr. Gilder says: 

A city beautiful f On Palin Sunday, 
from the it,airway near Dm spot where 
Mary stood when the body <>f her Son was 
taken lr on the cros-e I saw the Greek pro¬ 
cession in the Church of the Sepulcher. 
Then I wen: i, ..-r to the Mount of Olives. 
Looking hi, k rum a fl< 1<1 well upon the 
hillside, the whole city lay beneath—the 
temple an a. with the great mosque in full 
view across tho valley of Jchoshaphat. 
From hero Jerusalem, with Its c lear and 
stately outline of walls, the domes and 
minarets of the mosques, and tho old tow¬ 
ers and churches, has a singular complete¬ 
ness Perhaps e\on In Solomon's time, 
from the outside, though different, It was 
uot more lovely. The warm gray of the 
Stones of the city is the color of tho un¬ 
blended wool of goats. The hills are dark¬ 
er, with a delicate bloom over them, spot* 
ted with gray olive orchards and nn-lting 
In tho distance Into violet. It is Indeed a 
city set upon a hill, isolated, distinguished. 
The picture realizes one’s lifelong dream 
of the city of God. 

The sunset sky was wild and cold, with 
streaks of sunshine. The rain ceased and 
the air grow warm. In the rich, low light 
all blemishes were lost, and thu City Beau¬ 
tiful wus spoead before the pilgrim’s eyes. 
Perhaps it was beard that Christ wept over 
Jerusalem. Along or near this path lie 
must have come on the day of his "entry” 
on the lirst Palm Sunday, whose feast was 
being kept this very day throughout all 
Christendom. There were no other trav¬ 
elers. A few Syrians passed by. 1 gath¬ 
ers! some flowers by the wayside aud 
turi.id again homeward. 

You see that we did not llnd the Holy 
Land disillusioning. There are many 
things that confound the western mind. 
There are 111th and degradation and super¬ 
stition. But hero are the same sky, tho 
same landscape, the same dominating 
orient. The painter who knows the Holy 
Land best said to us in Jerusalem, "At 
times when 1 look nt these Holds und real¬ 
ize that this very picture was reflected in 
the eyes of Jesus 1 feel myself shiver ” 
The Bible,'no matter what one’s theology 
or philosophy, here takes on a vitality und 
meaning beyond the power of conception 
hitherto. Are the places real? Jerusalem, 
all Syria, is real, and some of the “sacred 
places” are unquestionable. But you do 
not have to be sure that the place is exuct 
when you listen, with a new emotion, to 
the words of Jesus repeated by the French 
monk on Good Friday, aud at that “sta¬ 
tion of the cross” where Christ cried out, 
“Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for 
me, but weep for yourselves ami for your 
children.” 


True to Life. 

The early patroness of Burns, Mrs. Dun¬ 
lop ot Dunlop, had uu old housekeeper, an 
especially privileged person, who lmd cer¬ 
tain aristocratic notions of the family dig¬ 
nity which made the admiration of her 
mistress for the rustic poet incomprehen¬ 
sible to her. In order to overcome this 
prejudice, Mrs. Dunlop gave her a copy of 
“The Cotter’s .Saturday Night,” which the 
poet had just written. 

The old housekeeper read the poem, but 
when her mistress inquired her upiniou of 
it, she replied with indifference, "Aweel, 
madam, thut’s veru weel.” 

“Is that all you have to say in its fa¬ 
vor?” asked Airs. Dunlop in amazement. 

“Indeed, madam,” returned the old 
woman, "the like o’ your quality may see 
a vast deal in 't. But 1 wus aye used to 
the like o’ u 11 that the poet has written 
about in my uin father's house, and 1 din- 
im ken how he could hue described it uny 
other way.” 

It is said that Burns counted the old 
housekeeper’s criticism one of the highest 
compliments he had ever received. 

He prububiy valued it as greatly as a 
writer of New England stories values a re¬ 
mark once made to her by an old man. 

•'1 should think when you’re writin 
stories you’d like to kind o’ make up 
things more,” said this aged critic in a 
tone of kindly reproof. "Now my wife 
and I were tnlkin about your last hunk the 
other day, und my wile says to me, ’Why, 
John, there’s just such folks and such 
things huppenin right in this very town 
us she's written down in this book, and 
most likely been well paid for,’ and 1 
couldn’t stand up for ye against her, for I 
knew 'twus tho truth.” — Yuuth’s Com¬ 
panion.

A CHILD ‘8 WOULD. 


The child was In Its seventh year, and 
•the garden, 12 times as old, was on the is¬ 
land. The house also was on the same is¬ 
land and was the place where the child ato 
and slept and obeyed. But its life was in 
the garden. 

The house fared a pond, and two bridges 
bound it and the garden to the world. By 
the lower bridge stood the old mill, and 
when its gate was raised a flood of water 
boiled and twisted down to a smooth gravel 
bed below and then floated quietly to the 
garden’s foot. Over against the upper 
bridge a mighty dam held the islntid from 
destruction. When the pond back of it 
was full, the water poured in a smooth, 
gTeen stream over It and was dashed into 
spray and foam and torn to shreds on the 
jagged rocks Ixdow. 

In summer time when there hnd been 
but little rainfall the great timber of the 
dam was Imre, and tho child, when no one 
was looking, could walk fearfully across, 
between the line of water shelving to tho 
right and the black mass of sheer rock at 
the left.

And, though 
the child, with the hair of its flesh stand¬ 
ing up, dropped in stones, and even reach¬ 
ed down an arm’s length and brought 
longer stioks, and tried them aguin and 
again, the deep pool was a kind of sacred 
mystery forever. If the child had not been 
alone, if it had had a brother, one fascina¬ 
tion of its seventh year must have been 
lost. 

There were holes without number in tho 
bed of this stream and sharp pointed rocks. 
So that when tho pond above was full it 
was a grand torrent that foamed roaring 
to the harbor, where it found the quiet 
millstream curling around the garden’s 
foot. A steep bank at the right shut the 
river from the world, and so madb it the 
child’s own forever.

Letting go both barrels of his shotgun. 
Bardsley brought the desperado to the 
floor, so full of shot holes that he 
couldn’t hold either air or water. 

Frank was not killed, however, and 
In course of time recovered, under the 
kind attention which he received In 
the county jail. Presently It was ob¬ 
served that the Texas man was walk¬ 
ing around town without a guard, and 
a little later the people were aston¬ 
ished to find him serving legal papers 
and making arrests. Bardsley was ap¬ 
proached by a newspaper man at this 
time, when the following colloquy took 
place: 

"Is ‘Texas Frank* your deputy?” que¬ 
ried the reporter. 

"Yep!” was the sententious response 
of Bardsley. 

"How does that come?" was the next 
inquiry. 

"Well, you see.” said Bardsley, "most 
sheriffs appoint their deputies, but I 
like to shoot mine."—Kansas City Jour¬ 
nal.

In connection with it is what mav becalled 
the home postoffice. It consists|ofa small 
case made of two sheets of a thin, trans¬ 
parent substance, bound in leather. Inside 
of this is a glazed envelope, and printed on 
it are detailed instructions. The house¬ 
holder is provided with these free, and can 
mark on the envelope, in a place desig¬ 
nated, what number of stamps he requires, 
whether he wishes ones, twos, etc.. <>r spe¬ 
cial delivery. Having done this, lie puts 
the exact amount of money ■ for carriers 
will not make change 1 inside the inner en¬ 
velope, and after placing it in the trans¬ 
parent case, drops it in his box. 

T he carrier, when lie calls, opens that 
compartment of the box containing tlie en¬ 
velope and money, and puts it with others 
in Ins bag. If the directions have not been 
carried out implicitly, the carrier will re¬ 
turn the envelope to the box Upon his 
return to the office all are turned over to a 
clerk, who tills the orders, that the carrier 
may return each one on his uext trio. The 
plan may seem a trifle confusing, but when 
all the instructions 011 the envelope are 
considered it can be readily understood 
and operated by a child. 

Of course there can be but one kind of 
mail-box used, and that one must In- tliat 
which is recommended by the U. S. lm-tal 
Department. For this the householder lias 
to pay. There are several styles, aud a 
careful choice can be made. l heU>\ will 
be placed ill such a position tli.it if tlie car¬ 
rier has no mail to he delivered at a certain 
house, he can s e from the street bi an in¬ 
dicator that the householder wishes to 
purchase stamps. He alone lias the kev to 
tiiis compartment of the box. and is tli'ere- 
fore the only one tliat can open it. llis one 
key will open ali boxes.

ODYSSiZUS. 

II© Ww On© of tti© Famous Tlrrorn of 

Modern OroMP. 

In the lust yearsnf Shelley and his friend \ 
Byron the beginning of the Greek rovolu- i 
tlon turned the minds of these two poets, 
and of all western Europe and North j 
America, toward the fair land which the ! 
genius of Byron hml nnew revealed to the , 
civilized world. Byron, in tho early can- I 
tos of "Don Juan” (written in 1820, but 
not published till 1821). hud foreshadowed j 
the Grecian revolt, and Shelley, In tho 1 
summer of 1821. when that revolt was in , 
full tide bP its early success, wrote his 
drama, "Hellas,” turning on thoso suc- 
cissses, nml dedicated to Prince Mavrocor- 
duto, so fatuous throughout the national , 
history of Greece. In this poem he makes | 
allusion to one of the most distinguished 
of the Greek chieftains, Odysseus (Ulysses, 
born in Ithaca, like Homer’s hero, Ids 
namesake), with whom Shelley’s Cornish 
friend, Trelawny, was soon after to be 
disastrously associated: 

A brighter Hellas rears its mountains, 

From waves sorener far; 

A new Pom-us rolls its fountains 
Against the morning star; 

A new Ulysses leaves once more 
Calypso for his native shore. 

He had a stern and frowning look thnt 
showed confidence and daring. His eyes 
and hair were chestnut, his nose thin nml 
straight, his forehead promP'ont, his head 
largo and His shoulders broad. It might 
be said with truth that Odysseus wns the 
very man celebrated in tho popular song 
quoted by Passow: 

A sturdy rock his shoulders broad, bis lock* 
are chestnut brown. 

His breast is like a brazen wall—no forco cun 
break it down. 

“Moreover, he wns very strong handed, 
fleet footed and able to make long marches 
They even say he outran someof tho swift 
ost. horses. Certainly ho had few equalt 
In strength, courage, sagacity and physical 
beauty.”—F. B. Sanborn in Scribner’s. 


THE PLANET MERCURY. 

Like Venus, and For Like Cause, It 
Now a Dead World. 

Mercury is a body devoid, practically 
not absolutely, of air, water and of vegetm 
tion. Consequently It is incapable of sup 
porting any of those higher organism, 
which wo know as living beings. Its stir 
face is a vast desert. It is rough rathe 
than smooth. Whether this roughnesi 
bo duo to mountains proper or to crater 
wo are too far away from it to hnv 
been able yet to say. The latter is the 
moro prolvible. Over the greater part ol 
its surface cha ngo oither diurnal or sensonn 
Is.unknown. Throe-eighths of its surface 
is steeped in perpetual glare, three-eighth* 
shrouded in perpetual gloom, while the re¬ 
maining quarter slowly turns between the 
two. The planet itself, as a world, is dead 

Interesting as Mercury thus proves tc 
be, the interest as regards the planet itseli 
is of a rather corpselike character. Less 
deterrent perhaps is the interest it pos¬ 
sesses as a part of the life history of the 
solar system. For tidal friction, tho clos 
ing act in tho cosmic drama, has brought 
it where it is. The machine has run down. 
Whether it ever supported life upon its 
surface or not, the power to do so lias now 
forever passed away. Like Venus, and foi 
like cause, it is now a dead world. And it 
was the first thus to reach tho end of its 
evolutionary career, earlier to do so than 
Venus, inasmuch as tidal action was very 
much greater upon it than on Venus, and 
consequently produced its effect more 
quickly. Mercury'has long been dead. How 
long, measured by' centuries, we cannot 
say, but practically for n very longtime. 
Venus must have become so comparatively 
recently. Both, however, now have fin 
Ished their course and have in a most lit¬ 
eral sense entered into their rest.—Perci- 
vul Lowell in Atlantic.

It is an old and a wise saying thnt “see¬ 
ing is believing,” yet everybody knows 
that very often what we see and therefore 
believe proves to be not really true at all. 
As wo grow older, finding that our eyes 
have so frequently deceived us, wo are of¬ 
ten not satisfied with the evidence they 
give us until we have verified it by touch 
or smell or hearing or taste, or by looking 
at some doubtful tiling from difforen 
points of view or under a different light 
Ing.

If we look at the letter S or the fig¬ 
ure 8 as carefully as we can, the upper and 
lower halves seem to Ik* almost exactly 
the same size. If we turn them upside 
down, thus, s’• 8* tho difference in the size 
of the loops is quite astonishing, and 
we wonder how* wo could have been so 
mistaken. Yet perhaps the truth is thut 
the loops are neither so different nor so 
much alike as they seem to lie, as we see 
when we look at them turned upon theii 
sides, thus. 7 ., x .—Harold Wilson, M. D., 
in St. Nicholas.

SOME MISCELLANEOUS PARISIAN NOTES 


At each of the four corners of the Place 
de la Concorde are two figures in stone, of 
heroic size, seated on high pedestals. These 
represent the eight principal cities of 
Franco, each with nn appropriate symbol. 
Eight prior to the late K ran co-Prussian 
war—seven now. Germany wrested Al¬ 
sace-Lorraine from France, And with that 
fair domain Strashurg went—lost to France 
foii-ver (7). It was like plucking out tho 
right arm. France still sighs and feels the 
wound bleeding. The noble llgure still 
holds its place as one of the oiglit, hut 
shrouded with tokens of grief. All testify 
to the mutual affection of France and 
Alsace-Lorraine, nml to the pain felt 
throughout the Republic and all her colo¬ 
nies; and they seem to hint at some future 
attempt to recover the lost treasure. One 
inscription upon a shield in front says: 
“QuiviveV France! Quand memothe 
rest is suggestive silence. There are other 
inscriptions, and many a wreath, sent by 
sympathizing societies in Alsace-Lorraine 
and in sundry colonies. 

I walked one morning from the Place do 
la Bastileup the street de la RoquettC. 
Far up is the Prison de la Roquette, on the 
right, and opposite is tho Prison des Jeuties 
Detenues. In the latter youthful criminals 
are kept; In the former, those who have 
been condemned to death or transportation, 
llotli are to he removed outside Paris. 

On the door-posts of the gateway to the 
Prison de la Roquette are inscribed tho 
words " Liberte, Egalite, Fraternite”! 

1 stopped in the middle of the way that 
leads through the gate to the prison and 
read those words and thought of those con¬ 
demned to die. Looking down, 1 found 
myself standing on one of the oblong pav¬ 
ing stones which mark the public place of 
execution, eacli of the live being tw’iee the 
length of the stones beside. They are 
placed in the form of a quincunx. 

Tills prison has been the scene of hor¬ 
rors. Muv 24, 1871, during the communard 
“ reign of terror,” it witnessed the murder 
of six priests, including the Archbishop of 
Paris, who had been seized by the Com¬ 
mune and held as hostages. May 2(5 and 
27, 39 persons imprisoned here by the Com¬ 
mune w ere shot. On the night of the 26th, 
28 gendarmes were taken lienee to Pere la 
Chaise and shot. The afternoon of the 
127th the convicts were liberated and armed, 
and they then proceeded to massacre those 
citizens who hud been imprisoned by tho 
Commune. The approach of the success¬ 
ful government troops from Versailles put 
an end to the slaughter. 

From the prison to the cemetery Pere-la- 
Chaise the distance is not great, and there 
is a gradual ascent. It takes its name 
from La Chaise, the Jesuit confessor of 
Louis XIV. He had a country scat which 
occupied the site of tho present chapel. 
The ground was laid out as a cemetery in 
1804, and has been extended since to about 
110 acres. It is also called “ La Cinctiere 
de 1’Est.” It is the largest and most in¬ 
teresting of tho Parisian burying grounds. 

It is the burial-place of the inhabitants of 
the northeast part of Paris, but persons of 
distinction from other parts of the city are 
also generally buried here. It lies on a 
hill, tho top of which commands a good 
view of a large portion of the city. 

March 30, Ish -just 83 years ago today— 
this cemetery beheld the engagement be¬ 
tween the Russian and French troops, in 
which the French were defeated. 

I 11 1871 the Commune took possession of 
these heights and barricaded their position. 
A series of violent struggles took place be¬ 
tween them und the troops from Versailles, 
who advanced from the two quarters of the 
Pluce de la Repaidique and the Place de la 
Bastile. For three days the Communard 
troops held their ground, but were at length 
dislodged, the Versailles troops being as¬ 
sisted by a heavy bombardment from the 
heights of Montmartre. 

Of distinguished persons interred in this 
cemetery 1 noticed the names following: 
The Visconti, father and son, the father a 
philologist, the son an architect; Rossini, a 
composer (whose remains have been re¬ 
moved to Florence); Arago,an astronomer: 
Ledruc-Rollin, a statesman ; Chopin ; Tal¬ 
ma, tragedian; Bellini; Chum poll ton; Mar¬ 
shals Xev and Musseim; Bcranger, Lafon- 
taiue, Moll ere, Laplace. Balzac, Thiers, 
Michelet, About, Scribe; Alfred de Musset, 
a poet, upon whose tomb are the following 
lines, composed by himself: 

Mes amis, quaml je inourrai 
l’lantcz un smile au cunetiere. 

.I’niiiiemm feuillage eplore, 

La paleur 111’en est douce et chere. 

Kt son ombre sera legere 
A la terre 011 vie je Unrmirai. 

In the Hebrew quarter lies Rachel, and 
not far away is the sarcophagus of Abelard 
und Ileloise, who lived und loved more 
than 700 years ago. The tomb has been 
lately restored. The recumbent figures of 
the two unhappy lovers lie side by side 
under a Gothic canopy upheld by four pil¬ 
lars, the whole within un enclosure of high 
palings. Fragments of an old monument 
were used in the reconstruction. 

There are blit two other important cem¬ 
eteries in Paris—Montmartre and Mont¬ 
parnasse. These, however, and the nine¬ 
teen others are not sufficient for the so to 
UK) graves required daily. The poor, there¬ 
fore, who constitute nearly two-thirds of 
the community, and are hurled gratuitous¬ 
ly, are committed to large pits, each con¬ 
taining 4u or .10 coffins. Burials in common 
graves now tuke place outside the city. 

UUMAL KIUHTS. 

A concession that a grave sliull remain 
undisturbed 30 years cun he obtained tor 
300 francs; a temporary concession for five 
years costs 50 francs; for perpetuity a con¬ 
cession may he bought for 2,<kmi francs, hut 
the space is limited to about 22 1-2 square 
feet. For a larger space the ratio of in¬ 
crease is greater, t he price of eacli square 
metre beyond six (about 11 1-3 square feet) 
is 3,000 francs. 

All burials within the department of tho 
Seine are undertaken by a company, whose 
charges are regulated by a tariff of from 3 
francs to 7,1*4 francs, exclusive of coffin 
(wliioU costs 44-0 I runes) und fee for the 
officiating clergyman. A “civil” inter¬ 
ment costs from 9 francs to 2,215 francs. 
Two chaplains are attached to eaoh ceme¬ 
tery to perform gratuitously tho burial ser¬ 
vice for tho poor. 

Of statues in Paris—statues equestrian, 
non-equestrian, standing single or in 
groups, sitting, recumbent, in stone or 
marble or bronze, historic, mythologlo, in 
galleries or in guidons private and public— 
as there appears to be 110 end, so 1 am in¬ 
clined to think there should be no beg in¬ 
ning of my tulking about them now. Some 
are good, some very good, and some indif¬ 
ferent good, as everybody knows. They 
vary in size and in worth ull the w ay from 
Gbarleiuugnedown —down to Joan of Arc, 
or up—up to the Venus of Milo. 

The Chump de Murs was, until the Exhi¬ 
bition of 18*9, a huge sandy plain 1 , 1 ihi by 
550 yards in extent, ami was used for mili¬ 
tary maneuvers. I’litil 1*55it was enclosed 
by embankments 13 to20 feet high, planted 
with trees. In the foruiutlou of this em¬ 
bankment 00,000 Parisiuus of both sexes 
and all classes purliciputed in the year 1790. 
Banks furnished with tiers of seats, en¬ 
abling hundreds of thousands to witness 
the Fete of the Federation in July of that 
year, it being supposed that the Revolu¬ 
tion hud come to un end. 

Nupoleon the Great, on the 1st of June, 
1813, celebrated a similar festival with the 
utmost pomp, and in August, 1830, Louis 
Philippe hero presented colors to the Na¬ 
tional Guards.

1 have sought but two, and through these 
1 walked slowly up und dow 11 and ucross.

tmindy by the street St. Ilonore. It con¬ 
sists of ton pavilions, intersected by covered 
streets, and covers 25 acres. Its cost was 1 
2 , ikk), iKsi pounds. Underneath are l,2on 
cellars for the storage of goods. They arc 
12 feet high and are lighted with gas. I Ins 
huge market I saw In the morning, when 
it wns crowded with retail dealers who 
were making purchases for tin* day. It is 
a busy time, and visitors must edge or push 
their way along the aisles us best they can. j 
One large section of the market is given to j 
fruits of all sorts—apples, lemons, pine¬ 
apples, oranges, grapes, etc. Tho rest was 
filled with vegetables of every variety and 
in vast quantities, and with other provi¬ 
sions. T he supply is largely, if not w holly, 
brought in the evening before the sale from 
the country about. The costumes seen in 
the market wore of Interesting variety- 
head wear and foot wear and other wear. 

The Marche du Temple (Temple Market), 
on Temple street, is on the site of a build¬ 
ing once belonging to the Knights Tem¬ 
plar. It is a large market, sui generis, well 
w orth visiting. Ilereall conceivable things j 
that can he put oil sale are to he found — 
chiefly “second-hand” tilings. Second¬ 
hand bonnets, hats, dresses (some once 
white), and other wearing apparel, second¬ 
hand funeral wreaths, and even second¬ 
hand victuals (restaurant leavings), are all 
carefully, if not always tastefully, arrayed 
to attract bargain-seekers. There is brisk 
demand for wares exhibited. 1 saw more 
than one eating such food as is sold on the 
premises. 

I recall one curbstone or sidewalk mar¬ 
ket which I came upon on my way through 
narrow streets towards the tomb of Na¬ 
poleon. I hastened through, and past the 
smells of kettles that were a-boiling, but I 
saw as I went cauliflowers, wooden shoes, 
cabbages, stick-pins, pigs’ feet, potatoes, 
apples, hags of cork, eggs white and pink 
(pink eggs, hard-boiled and waiting (?) , 
for Easter, were for sale all over the city), 
cotton goods, hags of wool, und more he- J 
sides. 

Wool reminds me that on the Quay 
d’Orsay I saw a man and a woman sitting 
iu the sun facing each other, a hag of wool 
beside them, and carding wool with large 
coarse cards, such as I used to see when a 
hoy. 

One Sunday, on my wav to Notre Dame 
Cathedral, having crossed the bridge Notre 
Dame, I came upon a Bird Market. Under 
a dozen or more pavilions, and in more 
than a hundred stalls, was a very great va- I 
riety of birds, singers and others, of gay or 
sober plumage, tiny and large, beautiful 
all to look upon. Many were described as 
“ exotic.” When can 1 see the like again? 1 

A few days later I found the same pavil¬ 
ions filled with flow ers—a glorious array, 
and a rich overflow display upon the neigh¬ 
boring sidewalks. Such pansies! Such 
everything else in the floral line!

Then the editor of Zion’s 
Herald counters on these correspondents 
by asking about Debs:— 

Has lie no history written dee)) in blood 
and lire and riot, ami the terrorizing of wo¬ 
men and children, and the business paraly¬ 
sis of a great city? When did this leopard 
change his spots? Is the late president of 
the infamous American railway union, who 
suffered too short a term in Jail to expiate 
his crimes against the social order, any 
worthier of trust because he noses as the 
leader of the so-called “social democracy,’’ 
with schemes for uplifting the workingmen 
as visionary as they are selfish? 

But perhaps Brother Parkhurst is too 
hot. lie should reflect that “crimes against 
the “social order" is a big phrase and can’t 
he limited by young Mr. Debs’s perform¬ 
ances. There are other parties now under 
popular arraignment—such as the railroad 
combinations, the big trusts, the tariff 
which is even now* being enacted, the coal 
barons’ exactions und the correlative 
miners’ strike, the courts that find that tho 
United Stutes Congress can’t lay ail income 
tax, tlmt the state Legislatures can’t im¬ 
pose au inheritance tux,—that, in line, 
wealth can’t he got at in any way. These 
and othei matters are at issue. They also 
disturb tlie social order,—and may yet be 

t uonounced crimes against it. Let us not 
jo too hard on poor Debs, half-bqked 
human clay that lie is, and perhaps as sel¬ 
fish as a sugar trust magnate or a Wall 
street speculator, lie may not he wise, 
but it remains to he seen whether tlie 
money-bags are wise.

UNCLE PHILIP CLARK’S RECOLLEC¬ 
TIONS OF HIS FRIEND ABE. 


The Flrat Meeting \Vi»s In the Mnthont- 

Iiir I mjm—Served Together Afterward 

In the Blurb l.'nwk War Wa« Lincoln 

a Humorist hy Nature? 

Uncle Philip Clnrfc, who died In Mat- 
toon, Ills., • i) Feb. 18, 1897, wns the InH 
person to di. of those intimately associat¬ 
ed with Abrnhnni Lincoln In the cuinnel- 
Jntor’s early experience In Snngninnn nml 
Menard counties. The frosts of 8.1 winters 
had whitened tho old man’s locks nt the 
time of Ills death, but they had not ehilh-d 
his enthusiasm or weakened the Inton 
In the man he learned to love and admire 
In his youth and whose memory he cher¬ 
ished until death. 

I had many conversations with Mr. 
Clark about Lincoln. Shortly beforo Uncle 
Philip’s death he told me that he first met 1 
Lincoln in l.sJH under circumstances which 
wen such r.s to live in his memory. 

“The scene of my first meeting with 
him is ns vivid in memory as my walk j 
down town yesterday,” wild the old man, ! 
whose eye twinkled with tin keen sense of 
the grotesque aroused by some features of 
the incident. This is the story as he told 
it to me; 

“My father 'nml I were living about 1 
eight miles from Springfield and were em¬ 
barking in the business of flntlxinting. 
which was a sort of craze, ns you now call 
it, nmnng the well to do old settlers who 
sought a market for their Hour and pork 
on tlie lower Mississippi. We were loading 
on the south fork of the Sangnmon when 
one day in the midst of our work we ob¬ 
served a tall, lank, loan stranger coming 
out of the waods and toward us. 

“He had on a ragged cont. an old droop- 1 
ing hat and a pnir of tattered jean |»ants. j 
the half of one leg of which wns then off 
nml the other extended down Into n rough, , 
coarse pair of gaping shoes. His appear- ; 
nnce made me laugh, nml I winked nt fn- 1 
ther, who soon began to converse with 
him. I wns 15 years old and tlie visitor ! 
was then about 82 He soon told us his 
mission. He did not smile. He was so | 
earnest nil the while that his very earnest- j 
ness Impressed mo. He bore a letter to , 
my father from Denton OfTut, an old nc- ! 
qunintnnco of ours who had a tint bout on | 
the other fork of the river which had 1 
caught on a snag in the stream nnd defied 
the efforts of the men to remove it. The 
visitor wns Abo Liucoln, and the letter he 
brought was one asking my father for I 
help. Father told me to accompany Lin- 1 
coin to Oflfut’s bont. He was to come on 
later. 

“Lincoln and I walked together six 
miles to where the Iront was stuck. In a 1 
few moments we dislodged It and sent, it 
floating down to the fork of the river. 

”1 have often hoard Lincoln credited 
with joking und merrymaking late in life, j 
and some have called him a humorist by 1 
nature. With nil duo regard for the opin¬ 
ions of the great men who seem to know 
so much more of Lincoln’s heart und mind 
than we who grew* up with him, I must 
deny tho correctness of this, for he was the 
saddest, and most earnest man I ever knew, ; 
ami had my acquaintance with him ter ! 
minuted nnd had I never heard of him 
after that (latiioat event, I would never 
have forgotten tho impression of sorrow he 
made on me then. If A lie Liucoln learned 
anything, he learned how to joke, for the 
art was not bred with him, but came to 
him in after years to oil the great machine 
of mind straining under the burdens that 
God chose to put upon him. 

“He told me in my conversation nt that 
first meeting that ho was working for $8 a 
month. Ho talked freely, hut deliberately, 
und had a faculty of impressing those 
around him. You would call it mesmer¬ 
ism nowadays. 

“Mr. Lincoln nnd OiTut waited for us 
two days at the fork of the river, nnd at 
the end of that time my father, myself and 
William McLeuse, with the lioat steerer, 
Sam McKee, joined them. Then* was 
danger of the snags, and we all tied up at 
night and built a lire and enjoyed our¬ 
selves socially. Lincoln told me bethought 
he could better liis situation, as he had no 
liking for the flat boat, business. Ho 
thought seriously of settling at Walnut 
Hills, a place not fur from Beurdstown. 
But we did not agree i.s to the enterprise, 
and Lincoln abandoned this idea. 

"The trip to Bcardstown required seven 
days. We hail a man of the name of Ward 
who did tho cooking, and hml a skiff to 
take us ashore when we wished to land at 
any place. During this trip I became as 
well acquainted with Lincoln as one 
young man well could with nnother. His 
conversation was such as to draw out in¬ 
formation from his companions. He was 
always, even in those cheerless times, 
aspiring to better knowledge and better 
position. 

”1 returned to my homo near Springfield 
after parting with my new friend at 
Beurdstown. I did not go farther down 
the river at that time, and lit 1 went to Now 
Orleans Neighborhoods then were not a 
few miles across us now, hilt they covered 
Immense spaces. People spoke of others 
living 30 or 40 miles away as neighbors, 
though the country was Ivginning to fill 
up. 

”1 saw Lincoln occasionally, hut was 
not again associated with him until the 
spring of 1832, when with a number of 
others, I enlisted for tlie Black Hawk war, 
amt by luy own choice in Mr. Lincoln’s 
company. 1 was surprised and glad to see 
him an officer. Wo went together to 
Bcardstown, where, on account of my 
ability as a boat steerer and my knowledge 
of tho waters, 1 was transferred to another 
company and went to Fort Armstrong, 
near Rock Island. Lincoln secured me 
the position, and it was a great improve¬ 
ment on tho duties of a private soldier on 
the inurch 1 was given tin* choice of row 
boats and many other nice privileges. 

“Lincoln rejoined us at tho fort, nnd the 
unity proceeded up the river 1 was with 
Lincoln every day now, and made the ac¬ 
quaintance of several other nu n whom 1 
did not then think would figure in history. 
There were Jeff Davis, a second lieutenant 
in tiie Seventh infantry, and Joe John¬ 
ston, captain 1 got to know them U>th 
Davis drilled my company 1 met and 
knew Koch Taylor, who walked round over 
the lioats every day iu an old rough blouse, 
making him look like anything but a 
commander, lint Itcneoth ills gruff and 
short words 1 learned to know that old 
Zttch hud a kind heart.”—Chicago Times

LAWLESSNESS OF OUR YOUTH. 


The Springfield Republican has begun an 
interesting discussion as to the causes 
which have produced such a wide-spread 
lawlessness and disregard for authority 
and the rights of others among the rising 
generation. There is certainly need of 
such a discussion, for every city and town 
has many evidences of it, and while there 
may be disagreement about the causes 
there can be none about the facts. Noted 
writers and educators from all over New 
England have been asked to contribute and 
are giving their views as the causes. Most 
of those who have already been heard from 
agree in saying that one of the causes is the 
lack of proper authority and discipline in 
the home. Children are too much allowed 
to be a law to themselves, to have their im¬ 
pertinences regarded as “cute** and “cun¬ 
ning,” and to monopolize the whole family 
circle. They are not taught respect for 
their elders or their parents, and are 
treated w ith such a degree of familiarity as 
to inspire them with contempt rather than 
respect for their elders. 

This is a rather too severe arraignment 
of parents, though it may be justified in 
some cases. Here in New'ton we all see 
many examples of children who are per¬ 
fectly respectful to their elders, and whose 
manners on the street are always gentle¬ 
manly. Of course there are others, and 
their bad manners ure so much in evidence 
as to overshadow the better behavior of 
the majority. Supt. Balliet of Spring- 
field thinks that the trouble lies mainly 
with the parents, who fail to see the 
difference between being intimate with 
their children and being familiar with 
them. The first fosters respect, and the 
latter undermines it uud breeds contempt. 
He thinks also that parents do too much 
for their children, they are mude selfish by 
never being required to do anything for 
their parents or to make sacrifices for 
them, and it is u fact wortli remembering 
that we love those most deeply for whom 
we have mude a sacrifice 

Mr. Balliet also refers to the school, and 
the part it can do in inculcating greater 
respect for authority among the children, 
but he makes the very important statement 
that all the influence of teachers will come 
to nothing, if the children hear their 
parents continually criticising the teachers, 
as some intelligent parents do. 

Another great evil is the contemptuous 
way in which newspapers speak of officials 
who belong to the opposite party. Refer¬ 
ring to the president as “Grover” does 
not inculcate respect in the minds of 
young readers for the highest official in the 
land, and the fumiliar reference to public 
nidi, “Tom” Reed, “Jim” Blaine, or 
“Hilly” Russell, is not to help the schools 
in developing proper respect for authority 
or persons in authority. No other nation 
has such had manners in referring to its 
public men. 

-Superintendent Balliet’* paper is one of 
the most interesting that has appeared, 
and he closes it by referring to perhaps the 
strongest reason why there is so little re¬ 
spect for law. Vicious boys commit de¬ 
predations, and do u great amount of 
damage, and if urrested, they are let off 
with a very light sentence, if any is im¬ 
posed, provided they belong to “respect- j 
able families.” The courts and the officers ! 
have their dut) in the matter, and if they ; 
would see that all violations of law were | 
punished equally, whether the criminals 
belonged to respectable fumilies or not, it j 
would have a Wholesome effect on all the I 
young hoys of u community. Not to tuke a . 
ou>*e too near home, some fourteen boys of 
Worcester went to Rutland on the night 
of July 4th, dressed as cowboys, firing 
bullets into houses, burning fences, 
wagons and other property, and making 
night hideous, and terrifying the women 
all along their route. They were arrested 
uud taken into court, and because they be¬ 
longed to “respectable” families they were 
let off with a flue of gJ.’J.'i each and their 
numes were not even printed, if these 
young "toughs” had not belonged to re¬ 
spectable families their sentences would 
have been more severe. Such a partial ad¬ 
ministration of the laws does not tend to 
develop much respect for courts uud 
officials or to deter the young from mis¬ 
chief. 

The public conscience evidently needs to 
be awakened in regard to this whole 
matter, and such a discussion w ill be pro¬ 
ductive of good. Plain talk is needed, and 
the bringing home of their individual re¬ 
sponsibility to every person who lias any 
thing to do with the rising generation.

Thk w heelmen are asking that concrete 
gutters bo placed on Washington street, 
between Newton and West Newton, so 
that the road may always be in a fit condi¬ 
tion for riding. The expense (would be 
little if any larger than if the guttorslwere 
paved in the ordinary way, and if the gut¬ 
ters were made four feet wide it would ac¬ 
commodate all the bicycle travel. The 
street is the most travelledjofl any in New¬ 
ton, as it connects many important and 
populous places and has not the steep 
grades of the new bqulevard. Washington 
street is also so much used byjheavy teams 
that the road bed can not remain in good 
condition for more than a few months, and 
wheel riders have become so numerous 
that their wishes should receive some at¬ 
tention. The aldermen have required the 
street railways to pave between their 
tracks, so that favorite place for riding ean 
no longer be used, and concreting the gut¬ 
ters would also add much to the safety of 
the many children and ladies I who ride, as 
then they would be out of the way of the 
teams and the street cars. If all riders in 
the city would unite In the request for this 
improvement it would doubtless be grant¬ 
ed. Such a plan Is being followed in other 
places, notably in South Boston, where 
many miles of concreted gutters are being 
constructed, and Newton might las .well 
make an effort to keep up with the proces¬ 
sion. 


The tariff bill conferrees are |at a dead¬ 
lock over sugar and wool. Speaker Reed 
says that the scandalous profits given to 
the sugar trust by the senate rates must be 
cut down, and Senator Aldrich says that if 
the sugar trust is not given what it w ants 
there wont be any tariff bill. The country 
would stand by Speaker Reed on this issue 
and will hope that he will hold out. Still, 
as the house rates are much more favorable 
to the trust than those of the present Wil¬ 
son bill, the trust will probably tell Sena¬ 
tor Aldrich to backdown, rather than have 
the present rates continued indefinitely. 
Senator Jones Is again a mighty power and 
is declaring that the Senate rates on wool 
ami other things must stand, while Senator 
Quay is declaring that there must be lower 
rutes on carpet wool or he will defeat the 
bill, as the present duty would ruin the 
Pennsylvania carpet manufactories. Sena¬ 
tors Lodge ami Hour, whose constituents 
are vitally interested in having hides on 
the free list, are said to be away from 
Washington, and are allowing their con¬ 
stituents to look after themselves. 


The examiners at Yule College announce 
that those wishing to enter this year will 
be obliged to learn to spell. This may 
strike older people us a rather curious an¬ 
nouncement, but college examiners say thut 
correct spelling is in danger of becoming 
one of the lost arts, judging from the ex¬ 
amination papers of those applying for ad¬ 
mission to college. Our public schools now 
run so much to fads of various kinds that 
there is no time for teaching the pupils 
how to spell, and although the average 
public school graduate cau write a treatise 
on almost any scieuce, half the words will 
probably lie spelled incorrectly.

A of llln Peon liar Ways of Trans- 

actliiK Itusinc**. 

Thorn Is little In the animal kingdom 
that can look so dead and be so much alive 
as a crocodile. The number of unsuspect¬ 
ing persons who have mistaken him for a 
log and have failed to discover tholr mis¬ 
take until it was too late to lie of any bene¬ 
fit to them will never be known. 

In ancient times, several years frlor to 
the Brit sh occupation of Egypt, sumo of 
thepoopleof that country worshiped tho 
crocodile as a god, there being not hing elso 
like him. They fed him on dainties and 
togged him out with jewelry. In otlior 
parrs of Egypt, however, the natives looked 
upon him as a devil. Having no firearms, 
they did not 1111 him with lead, but they 
managed to immolate him successfully 
with such weapons as wore fashionable at 
the time. 

The crocodile Is not so numerous In tho 
Nile as he was In the days of tho Ramoses 
family. In fact, ho rather shuns the 
river now below the second cataract on uo- 
count of the annoyances inseparable from 
tourist traffic. It seems impossible for a 
tourist to sco a crocodile without trying to 
plug him with a rovolver, and to a reptilo 
tiiat Is fond of a quiet lifo this sort of 
thing is simply Insufferable. Hu will not 
molest a man unless he ean take him at a 
disadvantage, and so long as man duos not 
unthinkingly slop on 1dm, the orocodilo 
will go his own way and calmly uwait his 
opportunity. 

Ho feeds on fish, blit for n course dinner 
he would rather have humanity, bluuk 
preferred, which shows that there is no ac¬ 
counting for taste oven among reptiles. 
His methods of capturing large gaino are 
plural as well as singular. Sometimes ho 
will Ho on n rivor bank, partly covered 
with sand or mud, until an ubsontminded 
native wanders within reach. Having 
grabbed his prey, ho will waddle into the 
water and there drown tho strugglor. Ho 
will then drag his victim ashore and bury 
him in sand nr mud and wait for days be¬ 
fore he gorges himself. — Pall Mall Guzetto. 


HISTORIC QUEBEC. 

Parts of It Suggestive of Scenes In tlie 
Old World. 

From Quebec a correspondent writes to 
the Paris Messenger: “Ioi on pnrlo fran- 
enls” might, be written on the portals of 
this quaint and picturesque old city. 
Strolling in lower Quebec, you might eas¬ 
ily fancy yourself In Amiens or Dieppe. 
In tho upper town there Is more English, 
but everywhere an amusing mixture. On 
the same card yon will read, "Mnifton n 
loner,” “House to let;” on ono side of the 
door “Pas d'admission sans affaires,” and 
on the other “No admittance except on 
business.” This bilingual necessity onuses 
a little oxtra painting and printing. Each 
railway crossing must lie marked like¬ 
wise, “ Traverso du ehomin do fer,” and 
every official “notice” must bo printed also 
in full as an “Avis.” Tho blending is 
often curious, as when two adjoining shops 
have their announcements one in French 
and tho other in English. Along thu 
Grande Allc, running right across tho 
Plains of Abraham, you might ho In Brus¬ 
sels or Paris, only that Clifton terrace 
scions to recall yomto Kensington. Amer¬ 
ican travelers for whom Europe Is too dis¬ 
tant aro advised to go to Quebec, there to 
find a bit of the mediiuvnl old world trans¬ 
planted to tho new, but still embalmed in 
its ancient religious scntimontulism, upon 
which the rush and roar of modern unrest 
produce ns littlo effect ns the Atlantic 
breakers on the cliffs of Capo Breton. 
French continues uppermost until you 
pass Montreal, but from Ottawa and 
Kingston to the Pacific the legend of the 
nearly universal tongue is like that of the 
Paris shopkeepers, who announced “Eng¬ 
lish and American spoken." In most of 
the best schools English is taught, and a 
large number of the peoplo aro conversant 
with both languages, English being indis¬ 
pensable for commerce. 


The Circulation of Water. 

Scientists are speculating on tho onuses 
of sonic water currents that have been for 
centuries uninterruptedly (lowing Into 
some unknown receptacles far beneath the 
surface of the earth. Those currents aro ' 
continuous and could not, of course, be 
merely filling an unoccupied space. That 
there must be an outlet as well as an Inlet 
Is evident from the enormous quantity of 
water which is perpetually pouring through 
these open mgs in the limestone ledges. 
After exhausting all other theories it is 
argued thut the inrush of water may ho 
caused by tho tremendous vulcanic heat in 
some subterranean cavern, the heated wa¬ 
ter flowing out at some point more or less 
distant. This volcanic and subterranean 
heating was spoken of some years ago as 
furnishing a plausible theory as to the 
causes of the high temperature of thu gulf 
stream. If, as is generally supposed, thu 
interior of the earth is in a condition of 
intense heat, thu water that flows Into fis¬ 
sures and crevices In the surface of the 
earth must come out somewhere either in 
steam or hot water. Hot springs and the 
gulf stream are perfectly reasonable phe¬ 
nomena when viewed from this standpoint. 
—New York Ledger.

CAIlf* BEGAN HI NN'INO IN TIM. DEPRE*- I 
SION LAST SUNDAY. 


The depressed tracks were used for the I 
first time Inst Sunday. 

It was the Owl express, passing through ; 
here about 4.45 Sunday morning which had , 
the distinction of being the first regular | 
passenger train to pass through the depres* ! 
sion. The event was not marked by any j 
special demonstration on the part of the j 
company, although this improvement will | 
stand many years as one of the leading on- 
gineering achievements in the outlying dls- j 
trietsof Boston. 

The train slid through the cut without 
incident, and but for the fact that the cn- | 
gineer felt his way over the new roadbed, 
the dedication of this work to the uses of 
railway tratlic had no more characteriza- | 
tlon than the opening of a new siding. 

The first west-bound train which took to i 
the depression was the Worcester "way," j 
which left Boston at 12.20 p. m..and among 
the passengers was Huilroad Commissioner I 
Bishop, who occupied a rear seat in the i 
last car, so that he might get a clear view j 
of the tracks, bridges and embankments on I 
the line of the improvement. .1. L. Spell¬ 
ing, superintendent of the Boston and 
Worcester division, and Boadmaster 
Charles B. Lentell were also on board. 

As the train passed under the numerous 
bridges which span the tracks, crowds of 
people looked down upon the unusual 
sight with deep interest. At the stations 
were also gathered many who w ished to 
see the first train on the new trackage. 

When Auburndale was reached it was 
found that eight minutes had been lost, but 
the delay was not entirely due to the cau¬ 
tion of the train operatives, as there was a 
four-minute hold-up at the Dartmouth 
street crossing. During the remainder of 
the day the service was continued through 
the depression with the same good results 
as those which marked the runs of the two 
initial trains. 

The track nearest the depots is a perma¬ 
nent one with 1C» pound steel rails. The 
second is laid with permanent rails up to 
Centre place, ami from there to Faneuil 
old and lighter rails are used, which will 
be replaced witli new ones in a few ilnys. 

The bridges, so far as constructed, are of 
a very substantial character, and the abut¬ 
ments and retaining walls have the beauty 
that comes from solidity, large blocks of 
granite having been used. 

There is somB complaint of the dust, 
which rises in clouds as the trains sweep 
through the subway, but the tracks have so 
far not been ballasted and probably 
crushed stone will be used, when this 
nuisance will be obviated. 

Strangers will not get much idea of the 
beauty of Newton in riding through the 
depression and the city will have to de¬ 
pend on other means for advertising Its 
many attractions. 

Workmen began on Monday to tear up 
the temporary tracks and to uncover the 
ledge near St. .lames street, and the rest of 
the cut between Centre place and Faneuil 
will be excavated as rapidly as possible, 
and the four remaining bridges built. 

Work was begun on Tuesday, dining 
for the embankment wall betw een Wash¬ 
ington and Centre streets, and this will be 
built as soon as possible, so that the two 
remaining tracks can be laid. The excava¬ 
tion for the four tracks is finished save for 
the small space at Newton, ami the four 
tracks could be used now were the rails 
laid, from Auburndale to about opposite 
Armory hall. 

Mr. Cram, who has had charge of the 
rock excavation, has returned to Newton, 
and has already begun work on the ledge. 

The cost of* the whole work is about 
$ 2 ,ooo,ooo, of which the railroad company 
pays Gr» per cent., the.state 2T» per cent., and 
the city of Newton the balance. 

The stations at Newtonviile and West 
Newton are still far from completion, al¬ 
though a large force of men are at work 
upon them, and the space for the two north 
tracks is still in a more or less chaotic con¬ 
dition. General criticism is made of the 
roof for the walks on either side of the sta¬ 
tions, as it is t >o narrow and too high to 
be any protection from the rain, and at 
West Newton and New tonviile it is only 
over a nart of the walk. People say it w as 
evidently only intended for ornament, and, 
if not, the architect must have had a very 
queer idea of the necessities of the case.

Leaving Newton the runs are made 
promptly enough, while the return for pas¬ 
sengers, anywhere on Boylston street, is ir- 
regulur und tedious, often causing 10 to 15 
minutes of waiting, especially during early 
evening hours; when at la>t a cui does 
come it is so crowded Tliut one to go along, 
must stand on the foot rail and hold oil 
No use to wait for the next car, as that 
w ould in »st lik»dy entail uuothcr long w ait¬ 
ing and certainly bring a more tiiuu a full 
car. 

Why not allow Newton bound people to 
ride in cars labelled for Oak .Square with 
no extra fuse for transfer to New ton.usoiie, 
two or even three cut s are likel.\ to pass 
with plenty of accommodation in them 
it cannot lie a parsimonious considera¬ 
tion which turns cars which go tinin New¬ 
ton every five minutes, into Oak Square 
cars on the return. 

The proper authorities may know noth¬ 
ing of the discomfort ami positive annoy¬ 
ance to many Newton patrons. 

Should such treatment be perpetuated, 
steam car travel would be preferable. ^ At 
present another fare is churged the New¬ 
ton passenger who l«a-* leached Oak 
Square by an Oak Square car.

At a recent meeting of the hospital 
trustees the following resolutions were 
adopted: 

Tin: LATE JUDGE LOW I LL. 

The committee submit the follow ing as 
expressing the relationship of Judge 
Lowell toward the hospital, and of the 
estimate held of him ami liis work by the 
friends of tiie institution. They did not 
deem it necessary to enter into any bio¬ 
graphical notice of the distinguished jurist, 
nor to speak of the many important con¬ 
tributions he made to the welfare of the 
community in other directions, but to re¬ 
count simply what he was to them and to 
the hospital. 

The Newton Hospital has been able to 
secure the cooperation of representative 
men from the various callings in life to 
advance its interests, to say nothing of the 
ready response which the kindly sym¬ 
pathies of women have always prompted. 

The opportunity to assist in relieving 
suffering has been sufficient to enlist the 
services of ministers, physicians, business 
men and others, who have freely given 
their time and talents, and have been glad 
that thus they could imitate, if even at a 
distance, the example of Him whose hands 
were ever outstretched when human sorrow 
pleaded. 

Among those whom the hospital sum¬ 
moned to its aid, was one whose recent 
death brings into special notice, His de¬ 
scent from an illustrious ancestry, his 
great legal attainments, and his high per¬ 
sonal character. 

The Hon. Joint Lowell was interested in 
the hospital in its early days, largely 
through his wife's active and enthusiastic 
services in its behalf. But us time passed 
on, and the complicated relations of a 
growing enterprise made legal advice 
necessary, he accepted the position of 
Honorary Counsel. In that capacity lie 
became still more interested in the institu¬ 
tion, and was most helpful. While it is 
not to be expected that a hospital will have 
much to do with litigation, there are oc¬ 
casions where its rights need protection, 
and other occasions where the aid of a wise 
and upright counsellor will go far towards 
settling difficulties. 

Judge Low ell was never in favor of such 
litigation as would lead to acrimonious 
feelings. As has been said, "He always 
tried to see first what was right und just, 
and then how the law could be applied to 
accomplish justice and equity." 

All who were connected with this in¬ 
stitution felt that its interests were safe in 
his hands, and they also knew that no un¬ 
fair advantage would ever be pressed by 
him for the hospital, so as to lead any one 
to think of the institution as other than 
benignant to all of its relationships toward 
the public. 

The death of its Honorary Counsellor 
therefore becomes a serious loss to this 
hospital. If his valuable services have not 
always been spoken of and thus seemingly 
have not been appreciated at their full 
value, it has been because lie labored with 
us so cheerfully and regarded it as a privi¬ 
lege to contribute of his own special talents 
in his own way toward the welfare of the 
hospital. 

\\ bile he did not seek the praise of men, 
it becomes us, now thut he has gone from 
us, to put upon record our deep sense of 
loss by his removal lienee, and to express 
our gratitude that this institution had the 
advantage of his sagacious advice and over¬ 
sight so long. 

\Ye also beg to express our deepest sym¬ 
pathy for his widow , our associate in this 
board of trustees, who, year after year, has 
been the unfailing friend of the hospital, 
and to express the hope that she may look 
back upon the unselfish efforts for others, 
which she and her husband made, as 
amongst the highest privileges of life. 

TIIK LATE GEORGE L. I.OVKTT. 

The board of trustees of the Newton 
Hospital have learned with deep regret of 
the death of Mr. George L. Lovett, former¬ 
ly the clerk of the board. 

Resolved: That in the death of Mr. 
Lovett, the hospital and the city generally 
have lost a good friend, a wise counsellor, 
and a stanch defender of their interests. 

Resolved: That during the brief period 
in which lie was associated with us, we 
were impressed by his conscientious devo¬ 
tion to his duties, his sterling integrity and 
his courage in defence of the right. 

Resolved: That these resolutions be 
spread upon the records, and a copy be sent 
to the family of the deceased.

Direct Versus Indirect Taxation.

Tiie “Great 
Business” article in this issue is on one of 
the " sky-scraper ” buildings, such as are 
found in New Vork and Chicago, with 
notes on their construction, maintenance, 
and the intricate life that goes on within 
them. Yale University is tiie subject of 
the paper on "Undergraduate Life" by 
Henry E. Howland, tiie pictures accompa¬ 
nying which, by Orson Lowell, are nume¬ 
rous, delicate, and beuutifui. The last of 
Mr. Charles Dana Gibson’s six illustrated 
papers on London does not call more than 
others of tiie series for particular notice, 
except that it contains a portrait of Du 
Maurier. There is a contribution of im¬ 
portance by the Marquis of Dufferin on 
John Cabot, made especially interesting by 
its reproduction of old maps, documents, 
autograph letters, und the like. 

HISTOIIIC HOUSES AXI> SPOTS IN CAM¬ 
BRIDGE AND NEAIt-IlY TOWNS—IIY J. W. 
FJIEESE, PHINCIPAL OF THE WASHING¬ 
TON school, CAMUUIDGE. (In prepara¬ 
tion.) 

The study of local history is the best in¬ 
troduction to the study of more general 
history. To know that one is standing on 
the very ground of tiie homes of the 
“ fathers” is in itself an inspiration to tiie 
study of their lives. The great soul of 
Longfellow was stirred to its depths by 
the th< u {lit that he was climbing daily the 
same stairs *’once echoing to the majestic 
tread of Washington,” and living in the 
same rooms that lie lived in. 

In Historic Houses and Spots the autiioi 
aims to interest young people in the ancient 
homes of Cambridge and other historic 
towns and cities near by, by giving definite 
locations for and brief accounts of tiie most 
famous old houses 

Besides being a boon to the young stu¬ 
dent and valuable as a supplementary read¬ 
ing book in the schools, the many excellent 
engravings contained in the book—some 
fifty in number—should make a place for it 
in tiie home, and the definite location of 
houses und places should make it extremely 
useful as a guide book. (Ginn & Company, 
publishers.) 

A series of articles will be begun In the 
August Scribner’s Magazine sure to prove 
vitally interesting to students of economics 
tiie country over, it relates the experience 
of a worker from the laborer’s own indi¬ 
vidual standpoint. "The Workers; uu 
Experiment in Reality,” by Walter A. 
Wyckoff, is the result of a hand to-haud 
1 consideration of labor problems in many 
! states and under all sorts of conditions. 
Mr. Wyckoff is an enthusiastic student of 
social problems who does not allow him- 
s»*lf to be carried away from the absolute 
facts. He is u member of the fueiilty of 
the Princeton University, and treats of 
soeial reform in a new, radically sensible 
and entirely intel igent way. The condi¬ 
tion of affairs in the country at large makes 
this series of Scribner articles timely and 
important.

Perhaps more Interesting than tho ad¬ 
mitted fact that victory was snatched 
from defeat is General Beauregard’s state¬ 
ment that two women In Washington, 
whom he names, betrayed the plans in 
detail of the Federal army and enabled 
him to choose ills position and make his 
arrangements to givo battle. The failure 
of hlH own orders, not any mistake in the 
betrayal, jeopardized temporarily tho re¬ 
sult. 

To A 11 s 9 Evans General Beauregard soiit 
nn account of tho hattlo, inclosing with It 
a personal lotter. He wrote as follows: 

Miss Augusta .1. Evans, Mobile: 

I beg to tlrnnk you for your letter of the 17th 
Inst., niul am at last able to answer your in¬ 
quiries by sending you iny reports of the bat¬ 
tles of Bull Hun nnd Manassas—not copied, 
however, to my satisfaction, but, for fear of 
further delays, I send them as they aro by tho 
(southern Express company. 

The young lady referred to (Miss Duval ol 
Washington) brought, about the 10 th of July, 
1801, to Fairfax Court House, headquarters o! 
General Bonham, the first message from Airs. 
Greonhow of the intended positive advance ot 
tho enemy across the Potomao. I then imme¬ 
diately commenced making my preparations 
to receive his meditated uttack, and 1 sent one 
of my aids—Colonel J. 8 . Preston—to commu¬ 
nicate the information received to tho presi¬ 
dent, as well as my future operations. On the 
night of the 10th of July 1 received by special 
messenger—a Mr. Donnellnn—the second dis¬ 
patch—in cipher nlso—of Mrs. G., telling me 
that tho enemy— 66,000 strong, I believe—would 
positively commence thut day liis advance 
from Arlington Heights and Alexandria on to 
Manassas, via Fairfax Court House and Center¬ 
ville. Early tho next morning I telegraphed 
flint information to President Davis. About 
noon I received his telegram to order General 
Johnston to join his forces with mine. By 
that time, however, the enemy had already 
driven in my pickets in advance of Fairfax 
Court House, und I answered the president that 
“I feared ii was then too late, but still would 
telegraph and send a messenger to General 
Johnston.” Tho latter ariived ubout noon on 
the 20th. At about 4:80 a. m. on the 21st 1 seut 
orders to all the troops to hold themselves in 
readiness to move at a moment's notice, and 
at about 7 a. ui. sent my final orders to com¬ 
mence the movement (see my report of tht 
battle of Afannssns), Generals Ewell und 
Holmes on tho right, to start first to attack 
and turn the enemy's left und rear at Center¬ 
ville. At about 8:k0a. in., having given all 
preliminary orders, I left my headquarter* 
with General Johnston for tho scene of action 
near Mitchell’s Ford, on Bull Run. At about 
10:80 a. m. I was informed by a message from 
General Ewell— a gallant anti meritorious oil! 
cer—thut ho had not yet received directly my 
orders to advance, but would do so at once 
front informa lion toeeived to thut effect from 
General D. R. Jones, nexi on liis left, and whe 
was to liuvo fi 1 lowed his movement. 

It was, however, then li o lute, for tho enemy 
was already piessing with vigor my extreme 
left under General Evans at the Stone Bridge. 
I thus bad suiulonly or on the spur of the mo¬ 
ment to elmm c my whole plan of battle, with 
troops which 1 ad never yet fought and could 
scarcely nnnu ..vor. My heart for a moment 
failed mol 1 felt as though all was lost, and 1 
wished 1 had fallen ill the battle of tho 18th, 
but I soon rallied, and I then solemnly pledged 
my life that 1 would thut dny conquer or die! 
Immediately everything appeured again deal 
und hopeful, although the worst was yet U 
come. About Up. in., finding that the enemy 
had retaken tho plateau of the Henry house, 
I ordered my reserves (three regiments) for 
ward and clmiged at the land of ono of them 
Wo drove buck tho enemy, about five time* 
our number, uml hold tho position until tht 
re-enforcements from our center and extreme 
right of tho morning had arrived and decided 
the fate of the day. Tho enemy commenced 
flying about 4:L0p. in., und the president st¬ 
rived on tlie field ubout half nn hour later, in 
time, however, to enjoy thut agreeable sight. 
You will excuse, I hope, these details, which 
are given only to furnish you uclearer insight 
into the memorable events of that day. I beg 
to remark heie that the report of that buttlt- 
sent you is more a full history of it than n 
mere report, which would liuvo contained only 
the leading fuctu. Moreover, 1 lmd not much 
experience in such mutters. I am liuppy tc 
hear thut you appreciated so well und truly 
my two most worthy friends, Johnston and 
Price. I would serve with pleasure undci 
either ono of them. I hope you will yet meel 
also with unothor ono, Brc« kiuridge, that 
whom there is not a nobler soul.

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MISCELLANEOUS PAKISTAN NOTES II. 

CHURCHES. 

Of sonic that Interested us the most, you 
will allow rue to write, provided I with¬ 
hold my pen from much detailed descrip¬ 
tion. 

The most famous one, perhaps, is the 
Cathedral of Notre Paine It is on the 
island " Do la Cite,” in. the .seine, and pro¬ 
bably the original seat of the Parish. The 
massive buildings near it tend to diminish 
its grandeur. I think, too tarnl am not 
alone in so thinking), that the towers in 
front, high ns they are, end too abruptly in 
square, tint summits, like many others in 
Paris, and that spires springing from their 
tops would add much to the beaut)'of the 
pile. The rear of the building seems dis¬ 
figured by flying buttresses, w hich look like 
long temporary props. 

Once, when taking note of the front of 
the church, 1 saw borne inside a plain cof¬ 
fin. 1 entered after the little procession 
had gone in. and paying fifteen centimes for 
a seat, walked up the nave in the forest of 
pillars, took a chair, and listened to the 
music of the service. It was “ plain-song ” 
that was sung. The singing w as sweet, the 
voices rich; the organ accompaniment was 
now low and soft and now a voice of thun¬ 
der rolling through and filling the vast pil* 
lured spaces under the lofty roof. The 
service thus far was very delightful and 
impressive. I could not remain to hear 
more. 

The history of the church lias its episodes. 
It was founded in the twelfth century, on 
ihe site of a church of the fourth century, 
and was consecrated in ll.vj. The nave was 
completed in the thirteenth century. There 
have been repeated alterations, Since 1845 
there has been, it is said, a •'judicious re¬ 
storation” During the devolution it was 
foully desecrated. A decree was passed in 
August, 1793. to destroy it by fire. That de¬ 
cree was subsequently rescinded, but the 
sculptures were sadly mutilated. In No¬ 
vember. 1795, it was perverted into a Tem¬ 
ple of Reason. The statue of the Virgin 
was replaced by that of Reason, and instead 
of sacred song, soldiers* songs—those of the 
National Guards—were sung. In the choir 
a mound of earth was thrown up, on which 
the torch of Truth was lighted. Over this 
was erected the Temple of Philosophy, in 
which the busts of Voltaire and Rousseau 
and others were set up. A ballet dancer 
named Malll&rd, enthroned, represented 
Reason, and was worshiped by her vota¬ 
ries. 1 he Temple (of Philosophy > was sur¬ 
rounded Dy girls clothed in white and car¬ 
rying torches. The side chapels of the 
cathedral were given over to orgies of one 
kind or another. 

Notre Dame was again desecrated in 1871 
by the Commune. The treasury was rilled 
and the church made into a military maga¬ 
zine. When finally compelled In the gov¬ 
ernment troops to evacuate, the Commun¬ 
ards set fire to the church, but not much 
damage w as done. It was closed in 1794, 
and remained so till reopened for divine 
worship in 180*2. 

Second in interest to me is the Madeleine, 
a church dedicated to Mary Magdalen. It 
has cost 52o,ono pounds. 'Hie foundation of 
this classic edifice was laid by Louis XV in 
1704. It was unfinished w’hen the Revolu¬ 
tion broke out. Under Napoleon work was 
resumed with the intention of making a 
Temple of Victory, but was again susp.end- 
ed^in 1814. The building was completed in 

Above the front entrance, in the tym¬ 
panum, is an elaborate carving of the last 
judgment. The bronze doors, of great 
height and breadth, bear groups illustrative 
of the Ten Commandments. For example, 
in one Nathan stands pointing to David, 
and below are the words “Thou art the 
man,'’ and the appropriate commandment. 

During the last Communard insurrection, 
following the siege of Paris, the church wa> 
in great danger. The insurgents erected 
barricades, defended by cannon, immedi¬ 
ately in front, across the Rue Royale. In 
the conflict between the government troops 
and the Commune, houses near tiie church 
were burned or greatly injured by shells and 
bullets. When the troops prevailed, many 
of the insurgents sought refuge in the 
Madeleine, but were killed on the spot. 

Of the church St. Koch I think I have 
spoken before, and of the line music heard 
thereat Sunday services. It was on the 
steps of this church that Napoleon planted 
his cannon and opened lire upon the Royal¬ 
ist troops Oct. 5. 1795. The best Royalist 
battalions w ere drawn up iu front of the 
church, and others were marching along the 
gardens of the Tuileries. A vigorous attack 
upon tiie latter in Hank, and Napoleon s 
batteries soon routed the K >yalists. 

Americans in Paris generally visit the 
Hotel do Cluny, in the museum of which 
is a most valuable collection of media val 
objects of art and products of industry, up¬ 
wards of ll.oooiu number. A Roman palace 
formerly stood here. In ;wn Julian was 
proclaimed emperor by his soldiers. The 
ruins of the buthsouce connected with tiie 
palace are all the relics left on its site. The 
Abbey of Ciu .ey came into possession of 
the ruins in tue lourteenth century, and the 
ubbots had the present hotel bu.lt on the 
Mte. li is now, with its collections, the 
property of the government. 

Too few visit the Museum Carnuvultt, the 
historical museum of the city. It contains 
Parisian antiquities and the new Municipal 
Library. A lady named Kernevulec w as 
once proprietor of the mansion ; later Mad¬ 
ame de Sevigne resided here eighteen years 
1 IH77-1696>. It w as purchased by the gov¬ 
ernment in 1809. It is open to the public 
hut twice a week, Sunday an 1 Thursday. 
Fortunately, J was able to secure a ticket 
good for any day, and I went w hen 1 could 
have the services of a guide for myself 
alone. The building is on Rue Sevigne. 
On the front are sculptures w hich i do not 
now recall. Within Is a court, and there, 
facing tiie entrance, are the Four .Seasons; 
in the centre a line bronze Mattie of Louis 
XIV, and wilier statues, of little worth. < >n 
the groiiiui tloor i found fossils and monu¬ 
ments of tiie stone age, and surchopliayi and 
Roman mill stones, a sixteenth century 
chimney-piece, and bronzes, coins, etc., 
found iu tombs. Above are numerous 
plans of the city; busts of Madame Sevigue 
and tlm Prince Imperial ia handsome 
youth); a collection of 2"* suult boxes of 
historic interest; engravings and paintings 
aud character scenes; articles referring to 
tiie bank esta dis'ied by Law 11710 - 172 'M; 
portraits of magistrates aud miniatures; a 
valuable collection of porcelain of the Re¬ 
volutionary period, made at Nevers, and 
mostly yellow ; paintings, decorations, 
watches, etc., of the same period ; a curious 
clock, .Sevres vases, wood carvings of the 
Regency, in a large room leading buck 
from the garden to the main building 1 saw 
a model of the liustile, made from tiie stone 
of that building. On tiie entrance wall, a 
representation of the fall of tiie Hastile. In 
this room is the Declaration of the Rights of 
Man; playing cards (numerous aud diverse); 
tiie Constitution of 1793 bound in human 
skin; on the fireplace wall are weapons, in¬ 
struments of punishment, Jetti es de cachet 
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I was given up, and the sculptor presented 
them to a friend, w ho sent them to France, 
to find lodgment in the Louvre. There are 
! two figures. Tiie one, older evidently, is 
represented ns writhing in his bonds. The 
attitude is one of intense agony, which 
shows itself in face ami trunk and limbs. 
’The muscles of the left arm and shoulder, 
which are toward the beholder, stand out 
in gient lumps and knots that seem uniia- 
' tural, as they are certainly painful to see. 

! The other slave, the younger, is very dif- 
; feretit. No bonds are upon him except the 
; bonds of death, against w hich there is no 
struggle. He is dying, sinking in the very 
lassitude of death, his left hand In utter 
helplessness to the back of his head. The 
sustaining power of life has well-nigh de¬ 
serted him. You look and look, expecting 
every moment to see him fall limp at your 
feet. Yet, somehow it is not a painful 
sight. Tiie figure is one of a beautiful 
youth. A plaster east of it 1 have seen in 
some gallery iu America. 

From the Louvre I went across the street 
that passes it on the east, and entered the 
Church St. Germaine Auxerrocs, to see 
some line sculptures, not large but exqui¬ 
site. Filtering, one sees two marble basins 
bidding holy water. Knell has a sweet 
cherub face just above the hack of the 
basin, of which it is a part. But the love¬ 
liest marble is in the south transept. It is 
a cross, perhaps four feet high, in the 
midst of three beautiful little children, all 
of marble of the purest white. One child 
stands in front of the cross w ith hands up¬ 
lifted and upturned face. Behind his right 
hand stands the second, looking to the 
cross, his right hand resting on tlicupraised 
right arm of the child in front, while on his 
left arm lie holds a bit of drapery. The 
third figure stands behind the left arm of 
the first. IIis left hand touches the head 
before him, as both that and the right are 
lifted toward the cross above him. Ilis 
right foot is planted firmly on ihe ground, 
but the left is lifted forward and restsupon 
the base of the cross. The designer of this 
charming group was Madame de Lamar¬ 
tine; the sculptor, Jouffroy. 

The children are angels, and the whole 
group surmounts a marble basin containing 
holy water. It is beautiful exceedingly, 
but one would like to forget that beside the 
roof of the transept in which it stands rises 
the little bell tower from which, at the In¬ 
stigation of an infamous woman, one of 
Satan’s household, was given the signal for 
the devil’s work of the St. Bartholomew 
massacre of Protestants, Aug. 24,1572. 

The “ Gallic Cock,’’ if my memory serves 
me, used to be considered an emblem of 
France. It could crow, and it did crow 
lustily. It crows no longer. In bronze, 
and holding a garland in its beak, it may be 
seen on each of the four corners of the base 
of one of the noblest monuments in Paris— 
that in the Place de la Bastile. The eagle 
now has its place, and has had it since Na¬ 
poleon III, on the Champ de Mars, in 1852. 
distributed eagles to his army instead of 
the traditional cock. 

To the love and veneration in which the 
great Napoleon is held by the French peo¬ 
ple, there is not only the striking testimony 
of his tomb, but additional witnesses are 
found in the “ Arch of Triumph.” left 
standing in the Place du Carrousel when 
the Palace of the Tuileries was destroyed; 
and the greater Arc de l’Etoile; and the 
" Fountain of Victory,” at once a fountain 
and a column, commemorating his early 
victories at Lodi, etc, and standing where 
once stood the famous ( arondolet prison; 
and the “ Column Vendome,” once, Indeed, 
in a mad frenzy pulled down and scattered, 
but soon re-erected by a loyal people.

Dogs and Dog-Days. 

Dr. Woods believes hydrophobia to be a 
mimetic disease caused by expectant dread. 
In Italy peasants used to fear dire conse¬ 
quences from the bite of the tarantula, and 
fell, when bitten, to dancing with “deliri¬ 
ous grotesquerie.” Now when they have 
ceased to think much of the tarantula they 
are bitten again aud again with impunity. 

As for Pasteur’s method of cure and its 
general effects, grave doubts are expressed. 
And certainly it is a curious tiling to dis¬ 
cover that since it lias been so widely dis¬ 
cussed hydrophobia lias increased. The 
year after Pasteur practised his preventive, 
for instance, the deaths from hydrophobia 
in Paris leaped at once from four to twenty- 
four. Fifteen hundred persons were re¬ 
ported cured by tills scientist. In this 
number were included, in 1893, fourteen 
hundred Frenchmen—more persons, in 
i other words, than have died of it in a 
j century in the United States. 

Hydrophobia, a disease contracted from 
I the rabies of animals, does, however, exist, 
i 'That it is rare lias been proved. But the 
j most efficacious remedy for it when it does 
• appear may be loutm in frequent vupor 
) baths—seven will do tiie work—the per- 
l soiration excited carrying off the poison in 
the system. 

I Those of us who are timid, who fear to 
| see our children play with dogs in summer, 

! will do well to learn to distinguish certain 
| symptoms of rabies. A mud dog, for in- 
j stance, do s not, as is popularly supposed. 

I dread water. He is, on the contrary, ant to 
i try and plunge all his head to his eyes In it. 
i lie does not froth at the mouth. “If a 
dog’s mouth is covered with white froth, 

; tiiat dog is not mad.” A thick, blown, 
ropy substance clings to tiie mad dog’s 
i mouth. 'The mad dog, again, never runs 
about in agitation; if a dog barks, yelps, 

1 whines, or growls, he is not mad. 

An immense amount of suffering, and of 
I cruelty as well, will be saved for those of 
us this summer who bear iu mind these

THE CHATEAU CHANTILLY. 

Itow It <’nnin to lie Loft to the Instltnto 
of France. 

Tho chateau of Ohnntllly was bequonthod 
hy the late Dtind’Aumnlc to the Institute, 
but this wns really no new gift, as it hnd 
been virtually iuntie in 1HHI. Tho Satur¬ 
day Review of IHHfl speaks of it as follows: 
The Due d’Aunmlo has responded by a 
crushing blow to t.lio unmerited indignity 
offered by the French republic to tho houso 
of Franco. Ho has requited tho penalty 
r>f ostracism inilloted on the Orleans princes 
as a sop to the tyrannous rancor of tho ox- 
tromo republican party hy doworing tho 
land of his birth with tho most splendid 
nnd tho rarest gift ever offorod to a nation 
by an individual. 

To the north of Paris, aliout 35 miles 
from tho capital, Chantilly Is situated on 
tho confines of vast forosts, in an undulat¬ 
ing region watered hy tho Oiso. About 
; 1840 the Due d’Aumnlo first concrived tho 
idea of rebuilding Chantilly. His two 
sons, tho Prince do Condo and tho Duo do 
Guise, wore dead. 

During 40 years tho Duo d’Aumnlo hnd 
sodulously collected all tho remnants of 
tho splendor of the Montmorenoys nnd of 
tho Condes that ho oould find. M. Daumet 
was asked to build a pnlnoo worthy to ro- 
oolve those precious souvenirs. But, liko 
his predecessors, M. Daumet wns limited 
I by certain natural conditions. 

I Tho marvelous subtorranean rooms nnd 
gnllorics existed still, nnd tho moats, and 
! the strangely shaped triangular rook, nnd 
this subterranean plan dictated nnd com¬ 
manded tho form of the structures above 
, ground, hoonusethe foundations remained, 

I ami on this honeycombed rock it was next 
1 to impossible to displace thorn. 

Tho plan of the castle of tho Boutllllers, 

1 of the Montmorenoys and of tho grand 
Condo had to bo followed by the Duo 
d’Aumnlo. Tho strange perimeter hnd to 
bo respected, nnd the now facades Inevi¬ 
tably reproduced tho big towers at the an¬ 
gles, tho strong spurs, tho posterns nnd 
tho drawbridges, which existed from tho 
oarliest times, In tho ground plan. Tho 
technical difficulties which the architect 
had to surmount were Immcnso, especially 
the works undertaken In the honeycombed 
rook, with a view to supporting tho pro¬ 
jected structure above ground. 

In brief, his performance was this: To 
follow rigorously the perimeter of tho old 
ronaissance castle, to provide fine stnto-

Tho King’s islanders nr- 
olosely allied to tho Alaskan Eskimo 
They aro a fin**, liurdy race, inured to dull 
dangers and privations, and are rockono 
tiie best and bravest sailors in Bering set 
Their bouts of walrus hide will carry froi 
80 to 80 persons in a mountainous soa.-

rAXING BICYCLES. 


reaily to begin the laying of the double 
track, as soon as the Boston *Y Albany 
moves t»ff from the street, and it Is to be 
hoped that the rebuilding of this important 
thoroughfare will be pushed as rapidly as 
possible. 

Mtt. Tkiiknce V. PotVDRiu.Y, who lias 
been appointed by President .McKinley as 
commissioner uf immigration, for his ser¬ 
vices in the last campaign, is nlso said te 
have received $.\noo from the national com¬ 
mittee. He probably did not make many 
votes, but as lie was mobbed several times 
while attempting to make a speech, be cer- 
tiinly deserves some compensation. The 
Knights of Lnbor and tiro American Feder¬ 
al m of Labor are making a strong protest 
against the appointment, claiming that it 
was a corrupt bargain with Terence, who 
had always acted with the Democrats 
previous to the last campaign, and it cer¬ 
tainly seems that his appointment to such 
a high office savors a little too strongly of 
political corruption, but probably it is due 
1 1 Senator Hanna, rather than to the Presi¬ 
dent. Powderley himself is not so much to 
be blamed, as lie has always looked out for 
Terence first, just as many more prominent 
men have done. It is said that the Sena¬ 
tors are very reluctant to offend all the 
bodies of organized labor by confirming 
him, and Mr. Hanna reailv ought to have 
paid him in some less conspicuous fashion. 


There is some agitation in Newton for 
the taxation of bicycles, on the ground that 
as the assessors tax every horse and vehi¬ 
cle, the bicycle ought not to escape, es¬ 
pecially when in many cases it is worth ns 
much as other vehicles that are taxed, and 
the owners of bicycles are all the while 
crying for road improvements. Worcester, 
it is said, gets some $7noo a year from its 
bicycle tax, and many other cities have 
availed themselves of this source of 
revenue. 

Of course there is a good deal to he said 
in favor of this tax. We have come to a 
time In this country when nntional, state, 
and municipal authorities have to use their 
utmost endeavors to find new subjects for 
taxation, and especially articles belonging 
and used by what may he called the poorer 
class of people. 

This necessity is brought about by vari¬ 
ous causes, one of which is the prevailing 
extravagance in public expenditures, which 
makes a large amount of revenue a necessi¬ 
ty. Then our cities make u practice of 
giving away all their valuable franchises, 
if the corporation seeking them is wealthy 
enough, us for instance the generous way 
in which Boston gives its streets to the 
West End .Street Railway, and enublesthut 
company to pay a magnificent profit every 
year. Of course Newton, being a small 
city, has to follow the usual practice in 
giving away its franchises, and can not 
look to‘them as a possible source of in¬ 
come. 

Another reason is that personal property 
as a rule escapes taxation, and the richer a 
man is the less is the proportion of his in¬ 
come that he pays into the hands of the 
tax-collector. We have an income tax in 
this state, and while of course it produces 
something, yet the majority of the person¬ 
al property of the city escapes taxation. 
We all remember, of course, how the plan 
for a national income tax was defeated, at 
the dictation of those who would have to 
pay it, and as a result the revenue for our 
national expenses has to be raised largely 
by putting duties on the articles used main¬ 
ly by the common people. 

Organized wealth is of course safe from 
taxation, except for political campaign 
funds, and as some one has to pay the cost 
of running the government, it is safest to 
put it on those who can not make any ef¬ 
fectual protest. 

We give our streets free to the street rail¬ 
ways, but if any one else wishes to use 
them, they ought to be made to pay for the 
privilege. We can not get at the personal 
property of wealthy citizens, as they for 
one tiring do not make a return of it to the 
assessors, and for another, if we did tux it 
above a small amount, it might drive such 
citizeus to some other town where they 
would nut have to pay so much. 

Consequently the assessors have to search 
pretty closely for tangible property, and if 
other vehicles are taxed, why should bi¬ 
cycles escape? Some cities use the fund 
thus acquired in tuukiug bicycle paths on 
the main thoroughfares, and if tills was 
done here, we do not think any wheehneii 
would object. To be sure, carriages cut up 
the streets more or less, while bicycles 
benefit rather than injure the surface, but 
this does not enter into the question. 

Perhaps, though, our assessors think I 
that ttie condition of our streets this year I 
is not such a* to warrant them in asking . 
for any return for the privilege of riding 
over them, uml for tiiat reason the wheel- I 
men are lei oh. But the needs of the city 
i icrease every year, and probably by ! 
another summer this easy source of l 
revenue will not be overlooked, ami wheel- ! 
men had better begin to save up their spare 
change in anticipation of it._ 


Some of his constituents nre criticising 
Congressman Barrows of the Quincy dis¬ 
trict, because he went to Europe instead of 
staying in Washington, while the tariff bill 
was pending, But under the present 
management of the House, what earthly 
difference would it make whether Mr. 
Barrows, or in fact, all the members of the 
House went to Europe or anywhere else, 
ns long as Speaker Reed was on hand. He 
is the house, and the presence of any par¬ 
ticular congressman is not needed. Mr. 
Barrows’ constituents got their ideas from 
a by-gone era, in this respect, and should 
try and get up to date. The rumor, how¬ 
ever, tliat Mr. Barrows has endorsed one of 
the Atwood gang for postmaster of Quincy 
is a more serious matter, and promises to 
make a good deal of trouble for the con¬ 
gressman, unless he can explain it satis¬ 
factorily. 


Congressman' Lovering says of the 
new taritl bill, that the duty on hides “is 
calculated to cripple the slice and leather 
interests of New England;" of the .wool 
rates that he is “so entirely out of accord 
with them" that lie shrinks from express¬ 
ing his feelings on the subject; and of the 
white pine duties, that they are simply 
“robbery." Former tariffs hit the west 
hard, and now they are retaliating against 
New England. Mr. Lovering is a Repub¬ 
lican and a manufacturer, and his remarks 
may he considered as expert testimony. 
Western men say that New England tariff 
makers have been selfish and grasping in 
the past and that it is now their turn to get 
some of the “fat.” 


After all the praise given to Speaker 
Reed for his defeat of the Senute Sugar 
Senators, it is rather mortifying to find 
that the sugar trust was even better pleased 
with the Reed terms, than with those of 
the Senate, and their stock has gone up to 
an unheard of figure. Some hint, however, 
that the stock is merely being forced up by 
the trust in order to unload it on the credu¬ 
lous investors, after which the drop will 
come, hut the scandal seems to involve 
about every prominent man in Washington. 
We were more particular in Credit 
Mohilier days, but that affair would be 
considered hardly worth mentioning now'. 


Now that free delivery has been estab¬ 
lished, people in the outlying districts 
generally seem to like it, although many 
miss their accustomed walk to the post 
office, and the social visits they enjoyed 
there. It is a great convenience to have 
tlie mail brought to the house, and aside 
from the curious location of the central 
office, Newton people are indebted to Con¬ 
gressman Sprague for the work he per¬ 
formed in bringing free delivery to pass. 
As time goes on, the benefit will be better 
appreciated._ 


It has been decided to mueadamize 
Washington street np to the curb stones, 
as on account ot the leC’el nature of the 
street, paving will not be necessary to pre¬ 
vent washouts. This will make a concrete 
bicycle path on the side unnecessary, and 
the cost of concreting such a path would 
be so great that it is perhups as well to 
give it up. If the street was to*be paved, 
as Boston streets are. the concrete would 
be almost a necessity. 


I The widening of Washington street at 
Lower Falls, the agitation for which lias

The Fxperlcncc of m Men Who Felled 

Honestly end XVas Helped to Ills Feet.

Librarian’s View of the Matter. 

[From the Library Journal.] 

The appointment of the new librarian of 
Congress does not come ns n surprise to 
those familiar with the trend of affairs at 
Washington within tho last few weeks; 
hut it is no less a matter of regret and dis¬ 
couragement to nil Interested ill the de¬ 
velopment of what is in fact, If not in name, 
our national library. The tacit removal of 
tho library of Congress from any civil 
service restrictions, which Is implied by 
this appointment, is unfortunate enough iii 
itself, but when to that is added the selec¬ 
tion of a librarian whose oillef qualification 
for the office seems to lie in political prefer¬ 
ment, and who will act as chief executive 
of (lie library during tho most critical 
period of its existence, the situation be¬ 
comes immeasurably worse, it would 
seem to indicate that the library 1ms been 
turned over as a fair field for the spoilsmen, 
and thut. the assignment of the large ad¬ 
ministrative force authorized for the now 
building,on the wise appointment of which 
the future of the library so largely rests, 
will be conducted on the principle of 
“patronage" not of fitness. 

In this connection, the appointment of 
Mr. Green as superintendent of the library 
building is especially welcome. Long inti¬ 
mately associated with the new building, 
thoroughly familiar witli all its details, ami 
animated by the single purpose of adding 
to its efficiency in every possible way, lie 
is undoubtedly the right man In the rijjht 
place, and his practical skill and executive 
ability should prove effective factors in the 
future of the library. Mr. Spofford’s con¬ 
tinued connection with the library, with 
which he has so long been identified, is fit¬ 
ting, and he is to be congratulated on lay¬ 
ing down the extra burdens tiiat have long 
overtaxed Iris energies. For the rest, the 
library profession can but trust that affairs 
may prove less unpromising than now 
seems the case, and reserve judgment until 
it can be based definitely upon results.

Thf Mannar In Whirl, “Little Itrnjamln" 
Trented III* Pupil*. 

The ninny «turli* that are told of Ben¬ 
jamin Jowott, ilit* Into miifttt r of Bnlllol 
College, Oxford, show n Mrnngly marked 
Individuality, onocnlctilntcd to make many 
friend*. He tv/i* declared, Indeed, to bo 
the only imtn living who could maintain 
close friendship With 50 people ntonrr, but 
In hi* early o..v* nt leant hi* manner to 
pupil* repel It d anther tlu.n attracted, while 
to fin men I e wn* positively alarming. 

"I remen. i er one occasion," nn under¬ 
graduate of that day relate*, "on which ho 
Invltul m< to take a walk with him. The 
number of words exchanged between us 
was Incredibly small, and I believe that It 
was a relief to both when we regained the 

college gate." 

His long silence* were felt a* an awk¬ 
ward bar to conteraatlon, and to Interrupt 
till* silence by ntartlng a fresh toplo was 
often to provokca Hnub. As he never made 
an unmeaning remark himself, he wns Im¬ 
patient of empty speech from others. 

Once a friend was accompanying him 
on a long walk. Arriving at Tewkesbury, 
the quaint old world town seemed asleep 
in the summer sunshine, and his compan¬ 
ion rashly ventured to say: 

“I believe that there are more dogs than 
people in the streets this morning." 

Jowett Instantly awoke from his reverie 
and replied, “If you have nothing more 
sensible to observe, you Imd better be silent 
altogether.” 

Another thing which hampered his In¬ 
timate association with younger men was 
his fastidious tasto In the use of langunge, 
particularly evidenced In his abhorrence oi 
slang, which undergraduates thought a 
piece of donnishness. With one of his child 
friends in the country he took a slngulai 
way of enforcing this lesson. He insisted 
on giving her a shilling every time 6he 
used the word “awfully,” und so shamed 
her out of the habit. 

In after years, however, most of thos. 
who had been his pupils were glad to ac 
knowledge the influence — stimulating 
rather than formative—that lay behind the 
abrupt und peremptory yet always serene 
and kindly ways of the master, known in 
undergraduuto circles as “little Benjamin, 
our ruler.” 

“A pnternal from .Towett,"ns one of his 
severe admonitory interviews was termed, 
rarely indeed failed of its offect, and tht 
futherly vigilance with which he wn tehee 
over able but unsteady young men, his un 
tiring efforts to keep them straight and 
when they failed to set them on their fee* 
aguin, caused one grateful pupil to declare, 
“No minister of Christ ever moro fully 
realized the precepts: ‘Strengthen thy 
brethren,’‘Support theweak.’ ’’—Youth’i 
Companion. 


NEVER PAY CASH. 


Adviro of a Business Man Who Believe! 

In Buying on Credit. 

"Never pay cash for anything If yon 
want to get commercial rating," said a 
businessman the other day. "Get goods 
on credit, even when able to pay spot cush 
for them, and pay the bill with prompt¬ 
ness when it becomes due. If you do this 
long enough, you will probably get tht 
reputation of possessing all the money you 
buve got trusted for, und, at any rate, will 
be known in business circles where you 
wouldn’t bo nunied if you always paid 
gush. A man who pays cash for every¬ 
thing is supposed to be doing business on 
small capitul, while u man who get* 
things on credit, or, what Is better 6tlll, 
pays for them in notes, is generally be 
lieved to be operating on such u large 
scale that he Uus no ready money to spare 
for sinull deals. 

"As for getting credit, it is the first step 
that costE, of course, but a man can begin 
by referring people to his laudlord and the 
tradesmen with whom he deals if he can 
do no better. If be hus no uccounts any 
where, he must set ubout having them. 
Gut trust for 6iimll amounts and you will 
in time get trusted for larger ones. The 
first requisite to wealth is not money, but 
credit. Get credit and you will do busi¬ 
ness amounting to un indefinite numbet 
of times your capital. 

“Without dilating further on the ad 
vantages of credit, let me give you an il 
lustration of the disadvantages of doing 
business on a cash basis. A country mer 
chant I knew who had uhvays paid cush 
for everything he bought, and did a cor¬ 
respondingly small business, determined 
linally to enlurgc Ids trade, and to do tbit 
required the credit lie had never before 
uskud for. Whon he came to town und 
utked the men to whom lie had alwayt 
paid cash to let him have goods on time, 
they one and all became suspicious of him 
ami refused. The very fact that he had 
always paid cash made them think, when 
he linally asked fur credit, that lie wasn’t 
u safe man to trust. Moral.—Never pay 
cash fur anything if you would uvoid sus¬ 
picion."—New York Sun.

SEEING THE ELEPHANT. 

Ilow It Wax Done by Some New Hamp¬ 
shire Boy* In 1831. 

M \ Briggs asks leave to tell a Nvw 
Hampshire elephant story. He was brought 
up iu Keene, and there, in August, 1821, 
every boy was excited by the sight of pla¬ 
cards announeing the udvtntof "a great 
natural curiosity," nothing less than "a 
living female elephant"—••admittance 
12 Vi cents; children liuif price.” 

The days of Bur mi m had not yet come, 
and so far as Mr. Briggs knows, this wus 
the first elephant that ever set loot in the 
Granite estate. Of course every boy was 
bound to see it. But bow)' Mnepences 
did not grow on every bush, and some 
scheming was necessary. The boys "got 
together iu ettnvention," like a committee 
of ways and means, and not without re¬ 
sult 

The elephant wns exhihlttxl in the day¬ 
time and was driven from town to town 
in the darkness of night. The boys found 
out in some way tiiat it would be driven 
into Keene over a certain road—Prison 
street. On this road, at a point nlxmt half 
a mile from the hotel, was a large com¬ 
mon, and half a mile farther away wns a 
bridge over Beaver brook. The Iwys laid 
their plans to see the elephant at the ex 
pense of a wagon load of shavings ami a 
peck of potatoes. 

These were deposited on the common. 

I Then boys were stationed at short inter¬ 
vals along tin road, leginning at the 
i bridge. The moment theelephant arrived 
j at the bridge the first Utv was to shout 
“Hello!" at the top of his voice and start 
on tiie run for the common. The next 
I boy, hearing the shout, was to do likewise, 
and so on dovvu the line. 

Well, the night eaiue, and with it the 
elephant. But when the first l.ov saw it, 
he was literally struck dumb with aston¬ 
ishment As he could not shout, lie waited 
to see the creature cro** the bridge. When 
she put lu r foot on it, however, she felt 
that it was not safe and refused to proceed, 
und the men in charge had to drive her 
; through the stream. 

By this time the sentry had recovered 
his voice, and with a vigorous "Hello!" 
started down the ruad. Before the elephant 
reached the common the boys were all there 
atul the shu\ings were in u blaze By the 
light of the lire the clephuut caught sight 
of the pile of imtatoe*. ami no i>crsuusiou 
could get her past them till they were de¬ 
voured. 

Atul there stood the 1h>vs looking on, 
with their money, if they had uuy, sufu in 
their pockets 

Mr. Briggs declares that thislineof boy* 
was tlie original telephone, atul that the 
modern instrument dunsUick to this uoo 
turnal New Hampshire loginning he 
proves by the inct that the word "Hello” 
1 is still tin- telephone signal the country 
over.—Yuuic - Companion.

FED FORTY-NINERS. 

WHEN CALIFORNIA RESTAURANTS 
CHARGED HIGH PRICES. 

A riHto of Boiled Cut-' -ve Tout AO Cent*, 
nnd i'gg* Were i»s rt* 8 M Knelt -Some 

of tlie Gron* Hotel* of Son Frnnclnco In 
Those Booming Day*. 

If life was not all "cukes nnd nle” 
mining the forty ttiners; If among the vast 
majority the dully menu was limited to 
slapjiteks,” "hard tack,” "coffee nnd I 
beans, ’ occasionally diversified by nn tut- : 
fortunate jack rabbit or quail, whose mis- i 
placed confidence in mankind brought I 
them too early to the pot of tho hardy 
miner, neither wns it entirely devoid of I 
luxuries in living for those wltn-e appetites J 
were on a par with their financial ability 
to gratify them. 

In San Francisco the luxuriously in¬ 
clined wore wont to seek habitation, 
whether for legitimate or illegitimate! rea¬ 
sons we need not now stop to Inquire. 
Opportunity for self indulgence of appe¬ 
tite wns not. wanting from the very begin¬ 
ning of things, provided, ns nlrenily hinted 
nt, that good digestion, while waiting on 
appetite, wns supplemented by n sufficient 
supply of ‘‘shekels” to glvo prnoticnl roln 
to its Indulgence. Where the gnmhicr 
flourished itt all his glory nnd the glint 
nnd glitter of gold, passing front hand to 
hand on all sides, wnstoooommon toexclto 
observation or comment, it need not be 
wondered nt that no limit of prlcn put 
upon the "good things of life” would pre¬ 
vent men enjoying them. 

Even among tho adventurous nnd hardy 
"gold hunters” the yo’iriting for tho flesh 
pots which they had left behind thorn did 
not pass ttnassuageil when opportunity of- 
fored, no mutter though the rate to bo paid 
therefor was ono far beyond tho hounds of 
what they had been reared to believe was 
more than the "height, of oxtrnvngnnco.” 

Recalling it scone in illustration of this 
fact, the writer may mention nn incidont 
of tho month of July, 184U. Encamped 
with his companions upon tho banks of 
the Sncrnmonto where Sacramento City 
wns just beginning to take on tho sem- 
blnnco of a town in tho stages of embry¬ 
onic form, ho witnessed tho arrival of a 
daring speculator who had come all tho 
wav from tho mission of San Jose with a 
wagon loud of potatoes and onions for sale. 
In less than 80 mlnutos every onion and 
potato had found a purchaser at the upset 
prico of $1 per pound, while the venture¬ 
some speculator started buck a richer but 
probably no wiser man than he was when 
ho conceded tho profitable venture. 

But it is tlio hotels nnd hostelrics of 
Pan Francisco in 1840 nnd the early fifties 
that this paper is intended to recall, in tho 
beliof that the wide contrast between tho 
ohnnp luxurious living of today and thu 
prices of that early period tuny not bo de¬ 
void of general public interest. Perhaps 
in no other aspect nor from any other point 
of view was the composite and cosmopoli¬ 
tan character of tho population in Pan 
Francisco at. that time more strikingly ex¬ 
emplified than through tho national 
notnenclnturnnf tlie restaurants of tho day, 
hs well as tlta national personality of their 
enterprising proprietors. 

If there was tills wide variety of nation¬ 
ality of hotels nnd restaurants, with their 
concomitant of varied national character¬ 
istics in cookery, there wns a singular 
sameness in prices, no matter whence ho 
canto or what the nationality of tlio host.. 
Thoirs wns a tariff lor revenue only, 
"which homo industries had to pnyforand 
against which there was no protect ion, ” 
Notwithstanding tho fact that there were 
cattle in countless herds upon "a thousand 
hills” In those days, though gamo was in 
abunduncu and the waters teemed with 
fish, yot all these common needs were not 
yet brought to market in sufficient quan¬ 
tity to make them more than luxuries. 
Of vegetables thore was practically ttono. 
To put it as a writer in the “Annals of 
San Francisco” sontentlously stated it, 
“In 1840 the announcement of n real cab¬ 
bage for dinner would have set half tho 
population frantic with strangely stirred 
appetites.” The justification of this seem¬ 
ingly exaggerated remark will ho found In 
thu perusal of some of the hotel hills of 
fare of that day, where the potato figures 
of hardly less value than "a golden apple 
of Heeperldes” and a plate of cabbage cost 
60 cents. In one sense at least "cabbage 
heads" were far less common in those days 
than they are now. saying nothing about 
the other slang sense of the expression, 
since a nickel will buy a whole one sold at 
retail big enough to feed u whole boarding 
house if fairly supplemented hy its legiti¬ 
mate ally, the toothsome corned beef. 

Thu old adobe City Hull, which stood 
on tho southwest corner of Kearny and 
Clay streets, was the first hotel of preten¬ 
tions proportions and character erected in 
Pan Francisco. It was built, in 184fi. In 
the days of its greatest glory—In 1840—its 
hill of fare embraced ducks ami quail at 
from $2 to $5 each, salad front $1 to $2, 
and eggs front 76 cents to $1 each. 

Tho Parker House, which stood on 
Kearny street, whore the new hall of jus¬ 
tice is, was built in 1848-11 hy Robert A. 
Purker. It wus a 2,*$ story wooden build¬ 
ing, the lumliur in its construction costing 
$600 per 1,000 feut. It went down in the 
first great fire of Dee. 24, 1840, while un¬ 
der rental mainly to gamblers ut 815.000 a 
month. Rebuilt in the spring of 1850, it 
went down once again, und finally, on 
May 4, 1850, in the second great conflagra¬ 
tion, thut being tlie very day upon which 
it was completed. 

While thu name was literally legion of 
the Italian osturies, Gertnun wlrthsehofts, 
French carburets, Spanish firiilos, Chinese 
chowohows, American, English and oth¬ 
er restaurants, at every one of which prices 
were charged that would slugger tho rich 
und well kept habitues of the Palace of to¬ 
day, the so called first stop hotels were 
j neither conspicuous in dimensions nor 
1 numerous. ‘‘Top high water" mark wits 
j supposed to have boon reached when tho 
' Ward Houso wus built and opened in thu 
autumn of 1S4U. It was situated on ('lay 
street, opposite the mlddleof thuulil plaza, 

( and, although then regarded as an inspir¬ 
ing and luxurious affair, would today 
I hardly puss muster for a third rate beer 
' saloon. It was thu favorite plucu of resort 
! und indulgence for the elite of that day, 

; however.—Pan Francisco Chronicle.

THE WANDERER. 

Thirty-four yenrs ago n tree was plant¬ 
ed nnd the lottors “T H. M.” out In the 
bark. 

It wns planted at tho foot of » prove In 
a beautiful cemetery in ono of the Ohio 
river towns In Kentucky. Tho letters wore 
cut In tho bark so that when tho tree grew 
they would grow with It and not fado out 
as In wood and often In marble, hut bo- 
como more-distinct with time. There was 
no hoadstono, footboard or othor mnrk 
•avo tho tree with tho letters to indicate 
who tho mortal was that reposed beneath 
tho little mound of earth. 

Tho tree grow nnd spread its branches 
as a canopy over the grave. Birds sang 
in Its branches, wooing melodies to their 
mutes, nnd fluttered in their ecstasy of joy 
as they taught their nestlings to stretch 
their wings and fly. 

Visitors wondered what these lottors 
meant nnd speoulated long nnd often as to 
who was buried there, but none oould 
answer. 

It is tho purpose of this narrative to j 
throw some light on tho subject, for it was 
the writer who out. the letters In the troo. 
It embraces one of those strange coinci¬ 
dences with which history furnishes an 
occasional parallel, but which may bo 
cluesed among tho marvelous when 16 oc¬ 
curs. 

The story began with Nlary Forbes, 
whom I know In childhood days. Sho 
Wa9 the daughter of a neighboring fnrm- 
er, nnd wo received our education together 
In tho old log schoolhouse in tho westom 
purt of Ontario. 

Her young life was an unfortunate ono. 
She was ono of those horn under a cloud, 
and the shadow followod her and grew 
darker from tho sun’s rise to Its setting. 

Among the children at school sho went 
by the name of “Tow Headed Mary,’’ a dis¬ 
tinction conferred on her because of the 
resomblunco of her hair to a hunch of tow. 
Her mind was not overly bright, and her 
mother nnd sisters imposed on hor to n 
degree that was little short of criminal, 
and sho was made a kind of drudge to tho 
balance of thfffamlly. Some culled her 
“daft,” a phrase in the .Scotch dialect 
which means a state of mind bordering 
between stupidity und something worse. 

When asked a question, sho would stop 
and tiiink. It required time to got its 
purport through her brain. But ns sho 
grasped the Idea her face would light up 
and show that although slow in oompro- 
hending sho was not devoid of tho reason¬ 
ing faculties. 

Her slstor and oven her mother ignored 
her to u largo extent. When any gayoty 
was in progress among the young peoplo, 
Mary was left out. The school children, 
too, shunned her. In their merrymaking 
she took but little, if any, part. She was 
never seen to laugh and clap her hands lu 
tho ecstasy of childish joy. 

I always thought and still think the 
Scotch treated their children with undue 
severity. They misconceived tho purpose 
of religion, for to themselves and off- 
6pring It was a matter of gloom, of rigid 
adherence to doctrines that neither they 
nor anybody olso could understand. 

Mary’s parents were Scotch, and adhered 
to tho old rules, maxims and dogmas of 
tho kirk. Surrounded with such an at¬ 
mosphere It would ho u miracle If hor 
mind ever became bright. 

Between her and myself a degree of 
childish sympathy sprang up. 

I used to favor her in many little ways, 
which seemed to do hor u world of good. 

It’s a beautiful thing In our nature that 
the heart can lie touched und softened by 
little aots of kindness which cost the dis¬ 
penser nothing and yet are often trousured 
up for n lifetime by tho recipient. 

Mary was a girl of 15 or thereabout 
when i left home to begin life. From that 
time forward I lost all trace of hor. Our 
courses In life diverged. It was the part¬ 
ing of tho ways. The opening of the great 
war between the north and south found 
mo in a small town on tho Ohio river in 
Kentucky. 1* was an unfortunate local¬ 
ity to he in during those exciting times, 
for tho raids of one army or the other kept 
the people in constunt apprehension and 
dread. Grunt hud already taken Fort 
Douelson and pushed tho Confederate 
army buck into Tennessee. Many of those 
following tho Confederate cause returned 
Into Kentucky in small independent 
bands ami v*:gcd a guerrilla warfare from 
ono end of the state to the other. Tills 
necessitated on the part of the government 
the establishment of military posts, with 
a strong guard, at nearly ail the towns on 
the Ohio river. Between these roving 
bands ami tho Federal troops daily skir¬ 
mishes or night uttuoks became u common 
occurrence. 

Sometimes these engagements would 00 - 
cur In tho towns or along tho public liigb- 
wuy, wherever by chunco or design tho op- 
f ising forces met. At such meetings there 
I,mild occur a fusillade that would last 
from live minutes to half an hour, accord¬ 
ing to the numbers engaged. 

It may be mentioned here that during 
the war there was a disposition umong 
many of the soldiers on both sides to hide 
their identity. They evidently enlisted in 
tlie armies from other motives thuil pa- 
triotlsm. If not killed outright, they were 
willing and anxious to be lost to all who 
ever know tliem before. They enlisted 
under various assumed names and ull 
maimer of disguises. When killed, not u 
scrap of paper could ho found to tell who 
they wore. In a few instances women 
would don mule attire und enter tho 
armies. Their sex was often discovered 

t , hospitals when wounded aud under 
eatment. 

Whenever a skirmish occurred In or 
about our town the services of the citizens 
Were enlisted lu behalf of the wounded. 
We Improvised u hospital for the inimedi 
ate treatment of the worst cases, such us 
could not be moved with safely on board 
Ike transporter to government hospitals, 
(in one of those occasions, after a more 
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Ihnn usually severe skirmish, n number of 
wounded men were brought In on stretch¬ 
ers. One among the number was so badly 
Injured that for a time we thought he 
Would surely die Iwfore the surgeon could 
reach him. He wns suffering from a bad 
Wound In the side, the hall having passed 
entirely through his body. It beoaino m>o- 
essury to remove his clothing, nnd In do¬ 
ing so we discovered it was a woman. 

li required but a short time for the sur¬ 
geon to pronounce (ho wound a fatal one. 
All that could he done was to mako tlio 
pas .ago to the other world as easy us pus- 
film! for the patient. 

That night wo endeavored to discover 
who she was, but without success. In ap¬ 
pearance she was a woman of middle life, 
blond hair, out short, and physically 
Strong. Her faco was bronzed from ex¬ 
posure! und could have been easily mistak¬ 
en for that of a man, particularly when 
half covered with the regulation soldier's 
cap. Wo examined her clothing in search 
of a scrap of paper or anything else on 
which her name might he written, but 
found nothing. It was the old story, with 
which wo had lieoomc familiar, of hiding 
her Identity. It would Ik? ono more nddod 
to the list of tho “unknown dead,” for 
whom Is set apart space In every military 
oemotery In the land. 

It was my turn to l>e on watch that 
night, and as she was sinking fast I made 
repeated efforts to extract from her some 
Intimation of who she was, hut at each 
effort Bho shook her head, but made no 
reply. 

1 had previously deteotod a slight Scotch 
accent In her Speech, and, knowing the 
strong feeling of nationality in tho race, I 
drew my chair closo to her couch and, 
gently taking her hand, I said: “My good 
woman, you must be aware that your life 
is fast going out, and that a few hours at 
best will sco (ho end. 1 have no personal 
Interest In knowing who you are or what 
misfortune lias brought you to so untlino- 
ly a pass. But there may lie othors who 
have a personal interest in knowing youi 
fate, and as I perooivo by your nceont you 
arc Sootoh or of Scotch parentage I would 
bo glad to do you a service, for lam partly 
of that nationality myself.” 

I ccasou speaking, but there wns no re 
ply. Sho simply looked at mo, nothing 
more. My linger was on her pulse. It flut 
tcred, hounded and fluttered again. 

I waited. Hor eyes wore still on my 
face, but she said nothing. She was very 
weak, and 1 gave her time. It might have 
been 20 minutes or half an hour. 

“What’s your name?” she said atlongth. 

I told her and waited us before. I wai 
long in doubt whether sho would pursue 
tho matter further, but at last came the 
question, “Whero are you from?” 

Glad of tho opportunity, I gave her the 
name of the state, county, nearest town 
and neighborhood In which I was horn. 

For a short space I thought the heart 
oeased to beat. Tho pulse was beyond my 
sense of touoh. But she revived slowly 
and In an hour’s time was able to speak. 
“Como close to me,” sho said, “for I am 
very weak.” 

I drew my chair and bent over her. 

“Did you know a family by tho uume ol 
Forbes?” she asked. 

“Yes,” I answered. “There was a fnm 
lly of that name in our neighborhood, aud 
tho children wore my schoolmates.” 

There was unothur long pause. In hei 
weak condition It required time to collect 
! and shape ideas. TJioro was nothing to dc 

■ but wait, for experience told mo that 11 

■ pressed for n disclosure bIio would simply 
! say nothing. 

! In tho interval I was revolving In my 
I mind who sho could possibly bo and whut 
i connection she had with the Forbes family, 
i I called to mind each one of tho children, 

I but could see in the dying woman's face 
I no rusumhlunoc. To be Biire, it wns 20 
i years since 1 had seen any of them, und 
j they were at that ago when years of niutu- 
' rity would bring the greatest changes. In 
' this interval of waiting she was lying com 
; pletely passive. She at length turned hoi 
; eyes full on my face, and her lips moved 
! as if to speak. I bent over her thut I 
: might catch each whisper. 

“Do you remember,” she said, “theii 
daughter Mary?” 

“Yes,” I answered, “hut surely you are 
not Mary Forbes?” 

“No,” she said very faintly, “I am only 
Tow Headed Mary. They never treated me 
right.” 

I was paralyzed with astonishment. 

My thoughts went back to Mary’s child 
life. I sat motionless by the side of tho 
poor dying victim of neglect, if not cruel- 
ty. I could we the“towhead” as I saw It 
in childhood’s days. I buw her sad face, 

: spiritless and subdued, und I oould hear 
i tho mother’s voioo lu harsh, unsympathetic 
' tones, driving the unfortunate child about 
| like'u slave. 

i And this was the end. What interim* 

■ dlate stops led up to it. I know not, nor 
| did it matter. Tho clouds that enveloped 
! her young life hud followed her to the 

sun's setting. 

While I sat thus in u reverie, sho turned 
I her face toward mo. “Let no one know,” 
she whispered, “where 1 am buried. 1 die 
; for him.” 

My linger was on her pulse. It flut¬ 
tered, stopped, rose again, and again ro- 
oeded. Her eyes wore still fixed on my 
fuco with an expression of gratitude. 

It was already morning. Tho (irst rays 
of tho sun that dispelled the mists and 
clouds in the eastern horizon penetrated 
the little window of our improvised hospi¬ 
tal and full on tho face of tho dead. 

She passed away without a struggle. 1 
was in doubt for u time whether she was 
In fact dead, for her eyes seemed to bo 
still searching my face.

HOW MEAT IS SLICED. 


Itfl Thickness Distinguishes Many ltnoes nf 
Men. 

A member of the Professional Woman’s 
league who has traveled cxtcnslvoly In for¬ 
eign lands said that you can classify the 
pooples of the world by the way they out 
their moat, says a New York oxchango. 
The powerful physical nature of tho An¬ 
glo-Saxon is well illustrated by the huge 
rib roasts and the Immense shoulders of 
mutton. Tho more artlstio nature of the 
Frenchman is shown by his cutting Ills 
meat into thin Rliccsof fillet, Intocpigraius 
and intothc filmy affairs he calls “rosblf.” 

The Arab cuts his meat Into n thin rib¬ 
bon, wraps it around an iron skewer, 
broils it ovor a charcoal fire, and, lo and 
behold, there is tho famous kobob. Strange 
to say, It is very rare for tho Anglo-Saxon 
to out his meat thin just as it is rare for 
tho eastern races to serve it in mnssivo 
portions. Yet, wo could improve our daily 
bill of fare, especially in the summer sea¬ 
son, by adopting many of the dishes and 
muthods of these other races. 

Thus the knbob system may be applied 
to any kind of flush or fowl and produces 
a crisp, palatablo und nourishing culinury 
creation. Another scries of very pleasant 
dishes arc made by cutting meat into long 
strips uhout the size of a lead pencil and 
frying them, after they have been salted 
and peppered, In either their own fat or in 
olive oil. The liquid should bo very hot 
before tho meat Is put in, so as to closo up 
ull the pores and keep the juice within tho 
fiber. These pencils, when ejoked proper¬ 
ly, are olean, delicious, brittle and very 
appetizing. Still another systom comes 
from Italy and Spain in that very attract¬ 
ive preparation known us frltas. These 
consist of little pieces of meat about the 
size of u hickory nut. One will bo made 
of beef, another of lamb, u third of chick¬ 
en, a fourth of duck, a fifth of corned hoof, 
n sixth of cold beefsteak. Thu greater tiie 
variety the moro successful the dish. 
These pieces are very well seasoned, be¬ 
ing rubbed with a clove of garlic, salted, 
peppered und usually touched with u drop 
or two of onion juice. They are then dip¬ 
ped In batter uml fried over a very hot 
fire. When they come out, all look aliko, 
60 that the guest has the additional attrac¬ 
tion of uovulty, vuriety und surprise. 

Tho toughness of tho kidney disappears 
almost entirely if it be cut with u sharp 
knife as line as Saratoga chips, or, hotter 
still, if it be put through a meat cutting 
machine and reduced to u mere pulp. The 
greut advantage of this style of prepara¬ 
tion Is that it makes meat absolutely safe. 
All flesh is liable to contain within its 
fibers the germs and even the bodies of in¬ 
ternal parasites. These are killed by tho 
high temperature aud long exposure. 
Nevertheless iu muny pieces of roast beef 
as served upon the best tables in the land 
there are underdone centers whore these 
organisms may be alive. The outer does 
nut know the difference, because they are 
burdly discernible to the naked oye. Cut¬ 
ting it fine or thin, however, and then 
cooking it, even for a few minutes, abso¬ 
lutely destroys ull life.—St. Louis Repub¬ 
lic

Joule was 22 iu 1840, when 
his great work wus begun, und Mayor, 
whose discoveries date from tho same 
year, was then 20, which was ulsu the uge 
of Helmholtz when he published his inde¬ 
pendent discovery of the same luw. Wil¬ 
liam Thomson was u youth just pust his 
majority when lie cuiuc to the uid of Joule 
before tiie British society, uud but seven 
years older when lie formulated his own 
doctrine of dissipation of energy. Ami 
Clausius und Runkiue, who uro usually 
mentioned with Thomson as tho greut de¬ 
velopers of thermo-dynamics, were both 
far udvunced with their novel studies be¬ 
fore they were Ju. Wo muy well ugreo 
with the father of inductive Hcicuoo thut 
“tho man who is young in years muy be 
old iu hours.”—llcury Smith Williums, 
M. D., in Harper’s Muguziue.

Km k Grotto Hotel, 
Capri, Feb. l.*«, 18B7. 

Thnt the unexpected happens I have ex¬ 
perienced more than once this blessed day. 

1 did not expect to be conveyed in a row- i 
boat, to the steamer thnt crosses the Hay of 
Naples, but I was obliged to take such con¬ 
veyance or stay on land, for there are no 
docks for steamers in this region. You pay 
for your ferringe to and from the vessel, to 
keep alive an army of oarsmjn; yon pay 
not much, however, for macaroni is cheap, j 
Safely landed on the steamer’s deck, we ' 
(S. and K. and 1* saw others gathering In 
one spot on the larboard side, and we joined , 
the crowd, which soon thinned out. A 
man in a boat begun to strip off all his 
clothes but abbreviated breeches. Accou¬ 
tred as ho then was, he plunged in to earn 
his living, not exactly by the sweat of his 
brow, but by diving for copper coins which 
were tossed Into the water for him. The 
coin thrown and sinking, he would go down 
head first, and soon return with the coin in 
his mouth. In ten minutes lie earned 
enough to supply his nteds for one day at 
least. That sight I had not expected, never 
having read of the like in ancient or mod¬ 
ern story, but then I can’t boast of varied 
reading. 

Of more importance to us was the ex¬ 
pected sunshine and smooth water for a 
visit to the “Blue Grotto" before noon. 
Smooth water w as vouchsafed us on the 
sea, but when we anchored off the entrance 
to the grotto water came down from above 
in a drenching rain, and we decided to fore¬ 
go the pleasure of n ride in a bobbing boat, 
exposed to leaky skies, and of a visit then 
to the grotto. Instead, we alone of all r; - 
mained on board, dry and comfortable, and 
awaited the return of the licet of small 
boats that carried but two passengers each. 
All on board again, the vessel steamed to 
apri harbor, ilt hail touched at Sorrento 
and then steered to the grotto.) Here we 
landed (rowed ashore) and took lodging in 
this hotel, which has borrowed its name 
from the cavern in the sea wall, to wait for 
tomorrow in the hope of bright sunshine, 
seemingly promised by this afternoon’s 
rainbow. 

I had heard of the Emperor Tiberius, but 
never had expected to see the villa where 
this villainous, licentious old sinner lived 
and held his orgies, and had his boon com¬ 
panions sacrificed by being hurled down 
the awful precipice, on the verge of which 
the villa stood, into the sea below. But 1 
have been this day to that famous place, 
the scene of so much infamy, and with S. 
and E. have looked into the yawning cham¬ 
bers and ruined wine vaults of the villa; 
and from a parapet we have seen hundreds 
of feet below’ us the blue Mediterranean— 
so blue!—upon which the fishermen’s boats 
looked like ducks; and we stepped into the 
cell of a holy hermit, who now sanctifies 
the place so long unhallowed, and saw—in 
his absence—his peck of potatoes on the 
floor and his bottles of wine on his shelves, 
and we looked reverently into the cheap 
chapel beside the cell. Enough of the ruins 
remain to be converted at small expense 
into cell and chapel. 

A short distance from the villa summit is 
the “ Faro ” bank, on the elevated top of a 
steep cone of land. We went up the nar¬ 
row, winding stairw ay, much w orn, anti 
stood upon its small, flat head, about which 
is a low wall. It was once, doubtless, a 
watch tower or lighthouse (Faro, Italian 
for Pharos). From this point the view is 
beautiful exceedingly. 

Another unexpected thing has happened 
today. Surely, surely, I never expected to 
ride a donkey. But 1 was obliged to choose 
betw een the alternatives of a donkey ride 
and “ shank’s mare ” if I would see the 
villa already mentioned. I looked to the 
far-off height, and learned that the path 
thither was long and steep ami rocky, and 
the donkey was strong, peaceable and safe, 
and I promptly decided not to walk. Three 
donkeys, moving with slow, reluctant feet, 
were driven, ridden and led up the hill to 
the hotel by half a dozen females, mostly 
young and cheerful-looking but one, the 
muletress in-chief, no longer young or 
smooth of cheek. The patient burden- 
bearers bear in addition the names “ Mich¬ 
ael Angelo,” “ Raphael,” and “ Macaroni.” 
The last, the largest of the three, was set 
apart for me. Sara was soon astride 
Michael Angelo, a beast so low of stature 
that S.'s feet swung but little above ground. 
Edna easily found her seat on Bapiiael's 
back. Macaroni was not tall, so that by 
the aid of a stone wall and of two women 
that held him 1 managed to drop into the 
saddle and get my off foot into the off-side 
stirrup. Once in I settled dow n into the 
saddle, and Mac settled perceptibly under 
me. Then we started, donkeys, riders, the 
muletress ami her three assistants. S. and 
E. led the procession. The girls walked 
beside the donkeys, or at their heads lead¬ 
ing bv the bridle. The old woman was at 
the tail end of the rear donkey, and did the 
most of the prodding, punch ng. push ini?, 
shoutin', and speaking encouraging words 
(meant for me, perhaps, an i other words 
not translatable. Occasionally Mac would 
stop short at the foot of a steep incline, 
ami then the services, varied in kind, of all 
the four inuletresses were engaged, oeing 
needed to get him into motion again. 

.Soon after starting we turned out of the 
highway into narrow, zigzag paths, ami 
went up (lights of stone stairs ami through 
stony and muddy laues, stone-walled, so 
narrow msome places that niy toes touched 
the walis; again along open places peri¬ 
lously near sharp descents; ami past vine¬ 
yards, olive orchards and lemon gloves, 
without halting at the house where native 
wine can he bought fora lira a bottle; 
catching now and then, as w e proceeded 
and readied higher and higher points, 
glimpses of the Bay of Naples ami of Vesu¬ 
vius; till at last we reached tin* yard be¬ 
yond which tlie donkeys carry no burdens. 
Dismounting 1 with help), we went Into 
the house which stands up there, to rest 
awhile and to dry our clothing, for u 
shower hud come upon us just before we 
reached the little town half way up the 
mountain. While in the house the two 
men there ami two of our guides, ut their 
own request, without our •solicitation, 
danced the Tarantella to the sound of tam¬ 
bourines aud castanets-a singular, grace¬ 
ful dance, fully described in hooks of 
travel. 

T he Faro, already mentioned, is just hack 
of the cottage, and the villa summit is 
reached by stairwuys leading from the yard 
in front. 

Our visit ended, the donkeys were 
brought from the slope up which they had 
gone for grass, and we remounted uml look 
the rough downward slope, am! reached 
our hotel without any special incident, the 
sure-footed donkeys, whether the ways 
were smooth or rough, bringing us down 
stone stairways and steep inclines most 
villainously paved, and over all varieties of 
road, commou and uncommon, with great 
docility uml equanimity, aud, though top- 
heavy in my case at least, with perfect 
poise, making the descent a positive plea¬ 
sure. Occasionally as we came down the 
sun threw a rainbow on the clouds in the 
eust, aud the faithful mirror of the hay sent 
it up to us to rejoice in, as u harbinger of u 
good morrow . Sometimes the clouds rolled 
down from the top of Vesuvius, disclosing 
u steady issue from the crater of steam aud 
ashes. At times the sun would find u 
peep-hole in the cloud that was pussing bi- 
fore his face, and would light up Naples 
uml other places on the distant shore. 

The excursion ended. I was ready to dis 
mount, but was obliged to wait for help. 
\ oliair was brought, into w hich 1 put one 
foot then, as I was trying to swing around 
the other attached to mv sciatic leg, Maca¬ 
roni kindly relieved me by walking oil aud 
leaving me, one foot in a cliuir and the 
other pointing eastward. 1 uni now com¬ 
fortably stated in the hotel parlor, writlug 


and trying to bring and keep together the 
feet that belong to me. 

It 1ms been a great day for me. I have 
on Jo veil every hour of it, especially the don¬ 
key ride, which I shall long remember. I 
found soon after starting that 1 had only to 
sit ” like a bump on a log,” and let the lit¬ 
tle fellow under me take his time. “ Maca¬ 
roni ” is good. Though disposed to stop 
and rest in hard places, he is sure to get 
there, and I commend the beast very hear¬ 
tily- to whoever is willing to take him and 
the concomitant Minnies for an excursion 
to the Villa of Tiberius. 

Other• excursions are planned for tomor¬ 
row , but before dismissing the cares of to¬ 
day, 1 must try to give you a general view 
<•1 Capri island. You remember Buchanan 
Bend's lines: 

Yonder, bluest of the Isles, 
i aim Capri waits, 

Her sapphire gntc* 

Beguiling to her bright estates. 

I have not yet discovered the superlative 
blueness of the island, or its sapphire 
gates, though for several days before com¬ 
ing here 1 looked out of the windows of 
tiie Hotel Continent southward across the 
bay to the island, and often repeated those 
lines. Capri ("Gout Island,” says one, 
” Boar Island,” says another) juts up sharp¬ 
ly out of the sea twenty miles south of Na¬ 
ples. As you look through the clear at¬ 
mosphere and see the island houses, you 
can hardly believe the distance so great. 
It is separated from the mainland—the 
peninsula on which Is Sorrento—about 
thn e miles. This entrance into the hay 
from the southeast is called “ Bocca Plcco- 
la." The island has a length east and west 
of something more than three miles, and 
its greatest breadth—about two miles-is at 
the western extremity. As seen from Na 
pies, it presents a sky line in which arc 
tour rounded heights. One to the east, on 
which Tiberius lived, rises very abruptly 
from the water to a height of 1,1C0 feet. 
Mount Solaro, near the western end, is 
‘J.ooo feet high, and has a broad westerly 
slope, on which is Anacapri, a village of 
l,8oo inhabitants. Between these two 
greater hills appear two lesser ones, a little 
east of the center of the island. Perched 
upon tlie side of one of these, at an altitude 
of 500 feet above the sea, is the village of 
Capri, the main village on tlie island, hav¬ 
ing a population of 2.500. What you see 
below this, down on the shore, or a little 
above, is Marina Grande, the principal 
landing place on the island, and here is our 
hotel. 

A map of Capri, two inches long, looks 
like a felt boot with very wide tops, tlie toe 
turned toward the mainland. Marina 
Grande is just above the instep. A line 
running thence due north would cross the 
Island at its narrow est point. 

The island was taken by the English in 
1805, retaken by the French under Murat 
in 1808 from S r Hudson Lowe, who was 
afterward made governor of St. Helena, 
and became tlie jailer of Napoleon. 

The Capriote women, older and younger, 
whom we have seen seem fairer and more 
graceful than other Italians. The occupa¬ 
tion of the people is agriculture, fishing, 
and coral fishing.

Vacation Trips on Electrics. 
Newton people can enjoy an electric car 
ride to Ilopedale, which is a very cool und 
pleasant trip on a warm day. The differ¬ 
ent cur lines muke very close connections 
and there are charming views all along the 
line. 

The New ton cars connect at West New¬ 
ton with the Newton & Boston cars, and 
at Lower Falls with the Wellesley and 
Natick cars, which go for the most part 
through well-shaded streets, and at Natick 
there is another change to the South 
Framingham electrics, arriving at’ the 
latter place in an hour and three quarters 
from Newton, ut a cost of 20 cents. 

At South Framingham there are several 
trips, either to Suxonville, to Framingham, 
to Hopkinton through Ashland, or to 
Ilopedale through llollistou and Milford. 
Tlie latter goes through the forests and 
furms, and after the first four miles is all 
up uml down hill, giving extensive views in 
all directions. llollistou as seen from tlie 
street cars is a very attractive country vil¬ 
lage, with comfortable residences lining 
the main street, some of them surrounded 
by extensive grounds and evidently tlie 
.summer homes of city people. After more 
sw ift sweeping up und down hills and past 
prosperous looking farms, the busy city of 
Milford is reached, and the cars continue 
through to Ilopedale, one of tlie most 
prosperous looking of manufacturing vil¬ 
lages, where tlie Draper family own about 
everything and have very hundsotne es¬ 
tates. If their workmen live in tlie pretty 
houses with well-kept grounds, they must 
receive good wages, und Hopedule is in 
strong contrast to tlie usual factory village. 
The fare to Ilopedale is 15 cents. Another 
five cents will pay the fare hack to Mil¬ 
ford, ami here one can take a brunch of the 
Boston A: Albany hack to Newton, or else 
tlie New Euglund road to Newton High¬ 
lands, und home by the electrics from that 
place. 

When the Lower Falls cars comedown 
to Newton, which will be as soon as the 
West New ton bridge and tlie double tracks 
are completed, tlie change at West New¬ 
ton will not he necessary, hut this will not 
he for a month or more.

I a letter sent his fntlicr. Hu visited his 
office at 77 Bedford street, and at 6.3o 
o'clock was found dead in his olmir with a 
ballet wound above his right temple. Thu 
shooting is thought to have been accidental 
as he said during the day to friends that he 
must clean his revolver, which had become 
foul. The hoily w as found by the janitor 
of the building w hile making his round of 
the building. 

Mr. Trofltter sat ut his desk dead, and 
upon the floor beside him lay his revolver. 
His family la Newtonvllle >vere oo in muni 
oat ed with as soon as possible aud on Sun¬ 
day afternoon the remains were taken to 
the family residence on Washington park. 

The young man engaged in business for 
himself some months ago as a commission 
thread dealer and was doing remarkably 
well. He showed an early aptitude for 
business, which surprised his friends ami 
his success was gladly watched by them. 
As a man he was quiet and unassuming, 
aud of exemplary habits, one who wus 
highly esteemed among his friends aud 
acquaintances. He completed tlie course 
at tlie Newton high school with the class 
of *95, and immediately afterward entered 
business. 

Mr. Edward T. Trofltter, father of the 
unfortunate young man, stated in an inter¬ 
view : 

“There is not tlie slightest tiling that 
points to suicide. His home life and asso¬ 
ciations were the most pleasant, and his 
business affairs were in good shape. There 
was absolutely nothing to lead him to be 
tired of living. He hud been spending the 
week at tlie summer cottage of Mr. and 
Mrs. Curtis at Wollaston, and dunned to 
spend Sunday at home, as we received a 
letter from him on Saturday morning, say¬ 
ing he would be home that evening. On 
Saturday morning, he, in company with 
Mrs. Curtis and Miss Linda M. Curtis, had 
been out boating at Wollaston und as they 
w ere returning George remarked that lie 
would have to clean his revolver, as it hail 
become dirty and rusty. Hu said lie was 
going to get a piece of emery paper and 
clean it. He left Wollaston shortly after 8 
o’clock, and got to his ollice about 4.30 
and between that time and (5 o’clock lie 
died. I ilo not believe tliut his death was 
intentional, hut that he had commenced or 
was at work cleaning his revolver when it 
wus accidentally discharged. Mrs. Curtis 
said when George left Wollaston ho was in 
the best of spirits anil seemed to be greatly 
improved in health. He had just returned 
from a trip west and some six weeks ago 
w hile in Philadelphia lie wus taken ill ami 
was laid up for two weeks, hut he had been 
steadily recovering and his week at Wollas¬ 
ton had seemingly made him ail right. 
When he went in town he took Mrs. Cur¬ 
tis’ spectacles to he repaired and was in¬ 
tending to take them out to her tlie follow¬ 
ing Wednesday. His business trip to New 
York wus also all planned. It is hut a few 
months ago, that a young mun by the mune 
of Mendell, and a companion of George’s, 
took his own life by shooting himself. 
This action of Mendull greatly shocked 
George, and he remarked on that Sunday 
morning after its occurrence, ‘what a 
dreadful thing for a young man to do. 
Life with all its possibilities was before 
him. What a shame that he should take 
his own life.’ George was a good son and 
the blow is a heavy one to us all. Miss 
Curtis is completely prostrated. They 
were children together, attended the same 
school and hud been constant companions. 
They became engaged about three months 
ago and were to be married in the fall.”

Tmc dinner to Secretary Gage was one 
of the great events of the week in Poston, 
especially as it was held at 2.30 in the 
afternoon. Pining at such an hour in mid¬ 
summer is nothing less than heroic, but 
with the assistance of our fatuous east 
wind, the diners appear to have survived. 
Newton was largely represented among the 
company present, notably the younger 
business men, who are not generally seen 
at publio dinners. Secretary Gage re¬ 
ceived compliments from all sides, and 
evidently business men feel that in him 
they have some one in this administration 
in whom they can have confidence. All 
spoke of the returning prosperity, although 
it is as yet visible only to the eye of faith, 
but Congressman Lovering gave as one of 
the signs that were unmistakable, the fact 
that Congress had adjourned, a remark 
that was received with enthusiastic ap¬ 
plause, which showes what Poston busi¬ 
ness men think of this Congress. Secre¬ 
tary Gage’s speeclt was rather of a disap¬ 
pointment, as he gave no hint of what the 
administration proposes to do in the way 
of currency reform, but it is not improba¬ 
ble that lie told all he knew of the matter. 
The President has not the interest in this 
matter that he had in a high tariff, and he 
is probably waiting to see w hat views his 
party has. It is a business question rather 
than a political one, and unless his party 
shows a decided bias towards reform it is 
not probable that anything will bo done. 
As was known long before his nomina¬ 
tion, Mr. McKinley is a man of one idea, 
and thinks that if the tariff is only high 
enough nothing else is needed to bring 
about the millennium. It is hardly neces¬ 
sary to add that this is not the opinion of 
Poston business men, and one of the 
sneakers who made such an assertion had 
a rather cool reception. As the currency 
question was made the main issue of the 
campaign, it is one of the humorous in¬ 
cidents of politics to find that the success¬ 
ful party lias apparently no thought of do¬ 
ing anything in the matter, and is perfectly 
content to leave the currency just as they 
found it. _ 


Col. Renton of Belmont will not be a 
councilor auother year, and this district 
ought to be represented by a man whom 
Governor Wolcott would ciioose, if the 
matter was left to him, instead of by a 
cheap and uoisy politician. Councilors 
may not be of much account, but why 
should that body not represent the best, 
instead of letting uny kiud of men get in. 
In fact why should Joseph P. Maccabe of 
the Poston Republican city committee be 
elected to represent this district in sucli u 
position*? We think it would puzzle any 
disinterested person to give any good reason 
for his selection. The district hud one first 
class representative in Mr. .1. It. Leeson, 
uiul it would be a good deal wiser to keep 
up to this high standard, instead of letting 
in any one who can pull u sufficient num¬ 
ber of wires to get the nomination.

Mr. Williams has pur¬ 
chased of the Newton Land and improve¬ 
ment Company 1,000,000 feet of land, con¬ 
sisting of building lots situated on Walnut 
street, Grove Hill Park, Prospect, Peau- 
mont, Appleton and Valentine streets. A 
large portion of this land overlooks the 
new Commonwealth avenue, and is near to 
the site of a proposed park to be owned by 
the city of Newton. About one-half of it 
is adjacent to that part of West Newton 
which has had the highest class of devel¬ 
opment in the city during the past few 
years. Mr. Williams intends to improve 
the property and place it on the market.

HUMANE DENSITY. 


HIS SECOND ASSIGNMENT. 


A Xfw Medical Fad Explained l>.v a French 
Scientist. 

What la your density—physical, not 
mental? This is a question which few enn 
answer, but which Is yet from the point of 
view of health nn Important on®. 

M. Henri do Pan Hie, n well known 
French sclent 1 fie writer, points out that 
men might derlvo great advantages hy 
keeping a record of their density. Doctors 
attach great Importance to the weight of 
n man. It is of great service to them to 
know whether their patient Is losing or 
gaining. Weight Is nn Indicator of the 
working of the organism, and if inhabit¬ 
ants of cities mndo n judicious uso of tho 
scales In middle nge they might avoid 
stoutness and its successor, obesity, nnd 
nil the disastrous oonsoquonccs to heart, 
lungs, liver and other organs whtoh como 
with It. The weighing machine furnishes 
an Invnlunblo means of diagnosis. Ordi¬ 
narily, however, precautions ngainst the 
fattening tendency are taken too late. 

Put density Is quito us instructive ns 
weight. It somotimes happens thnt n 
man grows thin in appearance, but that 
tho scales show an Increase of weight. On 
the other band, It may happen that ho 
looks fatter and yet loses in weight. This 
shows that tho volume of tho body doos 
not always l>enr the same proportion to Its 
weight. Ono may have musclo and wolgh 
much or bo fat and weigh less. A roally 
healthy man is well muscled. Ho Is donso 
and well proportioned. Tho sick or un¬ 
healthy man has soft tissues and a dilated 
and protruding stouiuch. Ilo has volume 
without weight. 

From the liyglonlo poiut of vlow it is 
then neeossary to ascertain tho relation of 
tho weight to tho voluino of the body— 
that is, tiie density. The greater tho dens¬ 
ity the stronger aro tho rousuns for assum¬ 
ing a good stato of health. 

It would, says M. do Parville, be easy 
to ascertain tho volumo of a patient. Let 
biiu onter with care into a specially con¬ 
structed bath tub, so that tho water ho 
displaces shall run off into a graduuted re¬ 
cipient. Tiie doctor could at onco read 
tho graduation and ascertain tho volume 
of the body from the volumo of wator. 
Tho weight dividod by the volume gives 
tho density. 

The scientist oonoludos by saying that 
the man who is getting too fat must not 
be content with reducing flosh; ho must be- 
oomo dense. Density is tho most perfect 
sign of functional integrity. Muscular ex¬ 
ertion makes a man donso; idleness, bad 
digestion, life within doors tako tho elec¬ 
tricity from tho muscles, make tho tissues 
soft und predispose to illness. 

Ho urges that all doctors should keep 
accounts of tho density of their patients, 
and that in all watering places, bathing 
establishments and so forth volumotio 
baths should bo installed In which visitors 
can ascertain their density from time to 
time.—New York Journal. 


Tapped the Wrong Wire. 

“I was Justus honest iir tho rostof them,” 
said tho old broker who seemed to think 
self justification a neeossary proludo to his 
■tory. 

‘‘After I had boon in New York long 
enough to learn the ropes and secure some 
sources of insido information I formed u 
partnership with a Chicago broker who 
had acquired nbout the samofooting in his 
city. Wo did our telegraphing in cipher, 
and by combining our advantages made 
money very rapidly. After we had boen 
prospering for about six months wc dis¬ 
covered that tho tips wo exchanged were 
being utilized on both boards. It was 
plain that some outsiders had found tho 
key to our cipher nnd were profiting upon 
it at either end of tho route. 

‘‘I grow excited over the mutter and 
wired him to meet mo at onco, that we 
might fix up a new system. ‘All right. 
Start as soon as wo put through big coup 
now on tap.’ curno tho answer. I wus 
without tho slightest idea of what ho 
meant, but next day received an explunu- j 
tory lottor. He hud u great hatch of old ■ 
stocks in his safe that were not wortli 5 : 
cents on the dollar. Ho would telegraph 
mo to buy all of this stock that I could, 
even if 1 had to go to 85. He would make 
a bluff at buying in Chicago, and 1 wus to 
do the sumo in New York. 

“The scheme worked to a charm. Tho 
tappers wore as keen ufter that stock as 
hungry fish aftor buit. Wo strung them 
along till we had unloaded $<JU,000 worth of 
tho stuff. Then ho wired me, again in 
cipher: ‘False alarm. For heaven’s sake, i 
sell!’ Then you should have seen tho tap- ! 
pers huiup themselves. Put they couldn’t 
give tho stock away, and you can see that 
they were not in a position to kick.”—Du- , 
troit Free Press.

A Out of n Newspaper Reporter'* 

Knrly Experience. 

“My first assignment,” said nn old re¬ 
porter, “was to flml out whether some¬ 
body was in town, or something of thnt 
sort. 1 know there was nothing to be 
written nbout it. I got tho information 
nnd reported to tho city ixiltor. Thnt was 
nil 1 had to do thnt day. For the rest of 
the day 1 sat around the office nnd looked 
on with an Infatuation thnt has never de¬ 
creased. The next day I got my second 
assignment. In this there wus something 
to write nbout. 

“The city editor handed mo n narrow 
little strip of white tissue paper out from n 
sheet of ship nows and containing, in two 
lines of writing, Information thnt two la 
borers had been washed overboard from 
the barge So-and-so, laden with ore, com 
ing up tho bay in tow of the tug So-and- 
so. What 1 was to do was to get the fact* 
about the occurrence nnd write them. 

“The city editor said that if I would 
find the consignees of tho hargo or th* 
owner of the tug I would get on the trnc* 
of tho story. Tho names of the oonslgnoei 
wero in the two lines of sirip nows, nnd 
simply hy looking in tho directory I found 
their office without the slightest trouble 
Thero I learned whoro tiie cargo was tied 
Up. It was at a wharf iu Hoboken oi 
Weehnvvken, I don't remomber which, and 
I made for that. When I turned from the 
street down the wlmrf, there she was, tied 
Up alongside, her nniuo on tho whcclhouso.

“In tho morning I went out nnd got a 
paper before breakfast. I wan tod to rend 
my story of tho loss of tho men from the 
ore burgo. I looked the paper over, nnd, 
my gracious, I couldn’t find it all! 1 
thought they must have left It out alto¬ 
gether, hut when I canto to look tho pnpex 
over again I found it—u scant stickful, 
with a single line head. 

“But when I canto to read it over ] 
fou* J that the fucts wero all thero. They 
bad simply been brought closer togotbei 
by a method of condensation far more acute 
than minu and had thon boon set in ugntfl 
typo.”—Now York Hun. 


Importance of Regular Living. 

A question has lately arisen ns to the in 
crease or tho roverso in nervous diseases, 
some arguing that tho cause of the 6up 
posed increase in such nervous diseases lie* 
in the increased demand made by the con 
ditions of modern life upon tho brain. It 
is quito true that tho conditions of life nr* 
very different novvaduys from what they 
were a few years ago. Wo now live in a high 
pressure ago, and in one of keen competi¬ 
tion, whon greater offort is needed in every 
branch of life to attain a successful posi 
tion, when tho brain is always working 
und there is constant tension. Suoh con¬ 
ditions, it will bo porfcctly obvious to all, 
are not favorable to a diminution of nerv¬ 
ous diseases, but ruther tho reverse. At 
the same time, it cannot be denied that 
tho comforts of lifo liuvo increased. We 
have better sanitation, cleaner houses und 
froshor air. 

There cun bo no question that men oi 
regular habits are healtirier, happier, llv*. 
longer und do more thun those who obey 
caprice and impulse. The adoption of 
hygienic habits saves the nervous system 
an cnormousamountof friction and waste 
It preserves vitality. Regularity ocono 
mixes not only physical stanrinu, but tint* 
as well. The man who knows no system 
In tho detuils of his life, who exlmusts na¬ 
ture at tho instunco of a passing whim, 
who drinks and smokos to excess, who 
wastes the talents bestowed upon him, i* 
the ono who must sooner or later fall a vic¬ 
tim to disease. Regularity and mod era 
tion in all things should be tho motto ol 
lifo, and it should be remembered that 
regularity does not neoessurlly preclude the 
enjoyment of vurlety. A certain amount 
of variety prevents man from becoming it 
moro machine, but variety should not in¬ 
terfere with tlioso regular habits of lift 
which arc necessary to the maintenance ol 
health.—-New York Lodger.

The names I • ard upon certain dishes 
have often an * . :;n entirely distinct from 
technical consiih-r..tion. This is true of 
the \n 11 know n crigramines d’ugneau a la 
Michelet or a la Toulouse, ns it is more 
frequently called. Michelet wus the cook 
of a young Trench marquise of the last 
century, who v.,»s noted for her lack of 
education. On a certain occasion she gave 
a dinner to the officers of the regiment 
Choiscul-Ctivaleric. During the function 
her guests spoke of a banquet that they 
bud attended tin the previous evening, at 
which the host had entertained them with 
many new and brilliant ej igraiua. The 
marquise supposed ihat “epigrams” re¬ 
ferred to culinary surprises. Consequently 
she summoned Michelet, her cook, ami or¬ 
dered him to prepare some t pigm n< for 
dinner on the billowing day. Michelet 
was greatly troubled as to how he was to 
obey the onhr. He recollected, however, 
that he hud in the I rdcr some very super¬ 
ior lamb. He l raised the breast, renewed 
the bones, cut the meat into pieces and 
bread crumL d and fried them. He then 
cooked the cutlets, arranged them on a 
dish alternately with the bruised breast 
and served them with a suitable garnish 
under the name of epigraiumes d'agueau 
a la Michelet, by which mi ne, or a la 
Toulouse, the concoction has ever since 
beeu known. — New York rum.

HOUSES IN OUR ARMY 

A CAVALRY SOLDIER WRITES WITH 
FEELING CONCERNING THEM. 

A It remit Horne In Very I.lke a Hermit 
Soldier Intelligence Displayed by the 
Animals —Their Love of I’lay — Poor 
Dundy's Grief. 

Perhaps few persons are on more Intl- 
l.into terms with the horse family in gen¬ 
eral than some old cavalry soldiers. To 
be the friend of Ills horse the soldier must 
lie a good one. A horse was never known 
to favor n lind one with his confidence, for 
horses are Infallible judges of soldiers. 

In tho old frontier days cavalry soldiers 
thought far more of their horses than they 
do now, for their livos often dopomled on 
them, and if a man neglected ids horse ho 
wns sure to have to march on foot liefore 
long, which is very distasteful to a cavalry¬ 
man. Indeed, it was necessary to guard 
the forage wagon and tho water holes to 
prevent men stealing moro than their al¬ 
lowance for their horses. Kven now, if 
you watch some old gray haired follows at 
the “stables” of a cavalry troop, you will 
see they hnve not forgotten to bo greedy 
on behalf of their mounts. 

A recruit horse is like n recruit soldlor, 
apt to Ik* clumsy, unevenly gutted, saucy 
and conceited. Tho old horses in the stable 
yard treat him exactly as old soldiers treat 
a recruit. They attempt to frighten him 
by biting nt. him, kicking him, chnsing 
him from one oorner of the ynrd to an¬ 
other, pulling his mane nnd cars—in faot, 
they try to make his life miserable in 
i every way. This lnstH for a few days only; 
then the new horse get* a chum, and they 
make an agreement to stand by each other. 
This offensive and defensive nllinnoo pre¬ 
vents tho rost of tho herd from taking any 
more liberties with the recruit. 

The “ohTim business” is one of the most 
remurknblo features of liorso lifo in tho 
army. The “chums” are inseparable. As 
soon as tho herd is turned out into tho 
yard the ohums souk out each other, ns if 
fora morning “oohfab,” and roinain to¬ 
gether all day. Looking into the yard at 
any time, ono enn seo thorn rubbing noses, 
blinking at one another or following each 
othor around tho yard. Take a new horse 
away from his chum and ho will greatly 
resent it. Tie him nour tho stables and hC 
will whinny plaintively to his chum, who 
will answer from tho corral. 

All horses in our service are taught to 
lie down. A new horse, whon first thrown 
in tho riding hall, with straps the uso of 
whloh he llttlo suspects, is greatly sur¬ 
prised. This painless throwing of horses 
is very effective in disciplining morally, for 
the horse soon realizes that he is complete¬ 
ly mastered, and nfter ho lias been thrown 
a number of times a marked change takes 
pluco in his temporumont. 

Soldiors who abuse their horses in any 
way arc soveroly punished. There is, in

BELLAMY'S NF.W NOVEL. 

Edward Bellamy’s sequel to "Looking 
Backward” promises to excite quite ns 
great an Interest as its predecessor, and 
can not fail to attract every one interested 
in tho serious social and economic prob¬ 
lems of the day, "Equality” sets forth in 
greater detail the scheme of the new com¬ 
monwealth, which Is founded solely for 
tin- benefit of the people, uml is guarded in 
every way that the equality and happiness 
of ail is assured. We are fast coining in 
thi.i country to a point when a change of 
some sort is unavoidable, and nearly every 
one realizes that our republic has It's weak 
spots, and that the rights and liberties of 
the common people are In danger from 
organized and unscrupulous wealth. Mr. 
Bellamy points out some of tho inherent 
weaknesses of a republic, In an amusing 
but also very forcible fashion, in a 
monarchy, the king has always been use¬ 
ful in curbing the power of the aristocracy 
or the plutocracy, and has to take tho side 
of the people against this enemy of their 
liberties, but in a republic, when the 
plutocracy gets possession of tho grovern 
ment, there is no constitutional authority 
to limit their exactions. In Anciunt 
Rome, the revenues of the provinces were 
farmed out to the highest bidder, while wq 
do the sumo thing under the guise of a 
tariff, and the politicians take this means 
of rewarding the evaporations and trusts 
that contribute to their campaign funds. 
"Equality” is a greater book than "Look¬ 
ing Backward” uml may accomplish some 
of what Uncle Tom’s Cabin did for tho 
black slaves of the south. The conversa¬ 
tional style is a help, but far more Impor¬ 
tant is tho clear and direct style. The 
reading of it is a pleasure, because of the 
lucidity of his reasoning nnd the simple 
character of his contrasts. If difficulties 
occur to the reader, they are in great 
measure answered, and the absurdity of 
present conditions Is shown up in a delight¬ 
ful way. The present system of things is 
subjected to a searching arraignment, and 
political economy has never been made so 
entertaining. The story is also bright, 
optimistic and cheerful. The first edition 
was exhaused almost immediately, and the 
demand is constantly increasing, which 
shows how it appeals to thoughtful people 
everywhere. It is fortunate for Mr. Bel¬ 
lamy that he is not a college president, or 
tho trusts would have him dismissed at 
once, but- such hooks as this should be in 
the hands of all who are interested in the 
future of this country. Published by D. 
Appleton & Co. 

HAMLIN OAKLAND'S NEW STORIES. 

Hamlin Garland’s new book "Wayside 
Courtship,” contains quiet and accurate 
pictures of life in the middle west. It 
lacks some of the lluster of some of the 
Garland’s earlier stories, but is all the 
more enjoyable for this, and reminds one 
of the homely pictures of life in Now Eng¬ 
land by Miss Wilkins, although things are 
not quite so hopeless in Mr. Garland’s 
stories. In the first, “A Preacher’s Love 
Story,” we have the history of a young 
teacher and theological student who re¬ 
unites a disrupted church by giving up his 
Baptist denominational views aad preach¬ 
ing a simple Christianity. Very simple 
and undeveloped is the story of this episode 
and of tlie courtship of the daughter of a 
strenuous church enemy, but the figures of 
all the people stand out with unusual life¬ 
likeness and power. “A Meeting in the 
Foothills” is an excellent piece of report¬ 
ing, telling how a college graduate without 
experience sought a place as foreman of a 
big ranch, had to put up with common 
labor, was snubbed and putrouized. treated 
as a servant, in short, and eventually won 
the lieart and hand of his employer’s niece. 
Less fortunate was the student in "A Stop¬ 
over ut Tyre,” who visited the town us a 
book agent, but gave up his ambitions to 
marry a poor girl and her family. The 
picture of western life is especially attrac¬ 
tive. The other stories in tho collection 
are: "An Alien in the Pines,” "The 
Owner of the Mill Farm,” "Of Those who 
Seek,” "Before the Low Green Door,” 
"Upon Impulse” and "The End of Love is 
Love of Love.” Published by D. Apple- 
tou & Co. 


SUMMER NOVELS. 

A pleasant story for summer reading is 
Nulma, by Mrs. Campbell-Praed. The 
charucier of the heroine is drawn with art 
and grace and the reader becomes speedily 
interested in her and her destiny. The 
plot is interesting. To bring up a young 
girl in ignorance of world evil is not a 
practical way of protecting her against this 
evil, though fortunately Nulma enters the 
world ami is not harmed by it to an incur¬ 
able extent. The novel contains some 
strong and dramatic scenes, and it is told 
with spirit and in good style. Published 
by Messrs. D. Appleton & Co. in Town 
and Country Library. 

Marietta’s Marriage, by W. E. Norris, is 
uchurming summer novel, and Mr. Norris 
is always worthy of at ention. No one lias 
represented tho country-house life of the 
British aristocracy witli greater care. He 
seems to know lus world well, and writes 
with discrimination. He indulges in few 
descriptions, but lie gives the atmosphere 
admirably. His stories are rarely ambi¬ 
tious, ami stick to the commonplace as 
resolutely as Trollope's, but they are well 
written and often entertaining, though 
rarely exciting. "Marietta’s Marriage’” 
his latest novel, is more sensationul than 
most of his books, and treats the reader to 
a murder before the end, but otherwise it 
is a characteristic novel, a good specimen 
of Mr. Norris’s work. The characters are 
a young English peer, u typical English 
squire, his wile Marietta, hull' Italian and 
subject to moods and impulses; uu Austra¬ 
lian adventurer, a madcap, tomboy heiress, 
and u very correct young man, who marries 
her. 1). Appleton A Co. in Town and 
Country Library. 

Hall Caine’s new romance, Tho Chris¬ 
tian, is described as a drama of frail hu¬ 
man nature uspiriug to perfection and 
struggling to attain the highest ideal. The 
story opens in tho Isle of Man, but the 
uction takes place for the most part in 
London, and the author's strenuous prep¬ 
aration for this book is shown in the suc¬ 
cession of moving und dramatic scenes 
from a s trange and unknown life in the 
world's metropolis. His mastery of the 
human drama lias never been shown so 
forcibly. The romance is said to throb 
witli life, and the emotional force of these 
pictures of uspirution, temptation, love, 
und tragedy reaches a height which will 
make a lusting impression upon tiie litera¬ 
ture of our time. 

Thu Klondike gold strike imparts a pecu¬ 
liar value to the vivid picture of bonanza 
duys on the Comstock, presented in Mr. C. 
II. Shinn's fascinating book The Story of 
the Mine, which is published by D. Ap¬ 
pleton A Company, who ulso publish Miss 
Scidmore's Guide-Book to Alaska. 

Dear Faustina by Rhodu Broughton is a 
departure from tier usual style, as she 
tukes up one phase of the womun question, 
und pictures several rather dlsagreeuble 
women with a mission. Tho book opens 
with one such, "released” by the death of 
her husband, announcing to her childreu 
that she intends to live her own life here¬ 
after, and departs to enter public life us a 
lecturer in behalf of woman’s rights. She 
was u rather disagreeable woman to live 
with, without uuy muternul feelings, and 
her children caiiuot help s feeling oT relief 
as she departs. Then Deur Eanstlnu ap¬ 
pears upon tlie scene, who is nominally 
devoted to slum und rescue work, but 
really cares only for herself, perfectly un¬ 
scrupulous in her methods, and more or 
less of a successful fruud. Miss Brough¬ 
ton has detected admirably the way ill 
wiiluh such u woman Infects the mind of a 
ruully unselfish and generous sister, und 
forces her to break with her family and to 
work along lines whiuh ure distasteful for 
the glory of a cause which site only 
purtiully understands.

However, lie is a fortunate pivot for the 
introduction of a scene which fully reveals I 
the desperate character of tho plots of 
those days, und which is another instance J 
of Dr. Doyle’s inventive genius and narra- : 
tlvo skill. Sibylla Bernac is u bravo girl, 
and when she appears one looks for a 
stirring flow of romance; but tlie picture 
of Napoleon und tlie clever presentation of 
historical characters quite make up for any 
disappointment there. Possibly Dr. Doyle ; 
lias never written anything more thorough¬ 
ly rousing and blood-curdling tlmii the 
scene upon the marshes near Boulogne, or 
in tlie library at Grosbois, when Toussao 
had full revenge upon Bernac. In fact, he 
nuts nothing down in black and white that 
is not worth telling; and though his 
memoir of Napoleon is tlie chief centre of 
interest, the story, brief as it is, is no mean 
display of his power.

Tho two assailants, uv,vj by his manner 
and supposing him to Lo u ruyul officer, 
were ut once cowed.
